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one by which the Daimios were compelled with their wives and 
families to live alternately at Yedo (instead of Miako as for- 
merly) and in their provinces, So late as 1862 this important 
Jaw was reversed. The highest Daimios were released from 
the service thus far, that the highest class were compelled to 
visit Yedo once only in seven years, and then only for 
100 days at a time; the second class once only in three 
years; the third class remaining ss theretofore; whilst 
in all cases their wives and families were released from the 
obligation to remain in Yedo, and permitted to return to their 

vinces. Amongst the important news now brought us is 
the fact that a decree has passed by which this has been again 
reversed, tho original order of things reconstituted, and the 
obligation of the Daimios to reside in Yedo again re-asserted. 
‘We are also made aware of the issuing by the Mikado of a decree 
for the entire degradation of Choshiu. ‘That personage, it will 
he recollected, had entered into engagements with the Admiral 
commanding-in-chief to pay such indemnities as should be 
fixed by the foreign representatives for past outrages on 
foreign flags, and all the expenses of the expedition and a 
ransom for Simonoseki. Envoys from the Prince, however, have 
had some communication with the Foreign Representatives, 
one object of which was to solicit time and indulgence for the 
amount and payment of these indemnities, The result of 
these interviews has not transpired. 

[It is clear, therefore, that the reading of the telegram con- 
tended for in our “ leader” of the 5th of December was the 
correct one. The razing to the ground of Choshiu’s palace at 
Yedo, mentioned in the same telegram, and confirmed by the 
accounts received this day, appeared in full in The London and 
China Telegraph of the 28th of November.] 

No political importance seems to be attached to the attack 
upon the Dutch Consulate-General at Yedo. It seems very 
‘doubtful whether it was an attack or anything but a drunken 
quarrel among the Yakouins, in which one was killed and some 
five or six wounded. 

The effect produced by the united demonstration recently 
made by the foreign powers is thus lucidly stated by the Japan 
Herald :-— 

It is long since, in the conflict of parties or of tations, a single blow 
has been productive of such decisive and far-reaching results—a proof 
that it must have been well directed and well delivered. Within the last 
week two decrees have appeared which furnish curious and conclusive 
evidence, that upon the strength of the victory over Choshiu at Simono- 
seki, and the discouraging effect of his crushing defeat upon the boldest 
and most hostile of the Sako Daimi it has not only been determined 
utterly to destroy this Prince,—but a few short weeks ago 80 puissant and 
menacing to Mikado and Tycoon alike,—but to reverse a great_ political 
revolution effected in 1862, when all the Daimios were released from their 
enforced resitence at Yedo and their bondage to the Tycoon, The order 
liberating them from this galling tribute of suite and service, which the 
‘Daimios had wrung from the weakness of the Tycoon two years back, has 
now been cancelled in the most peremptory terms. And what is more won- 
derful, it is generally believed that obedience will be rendered to this 
sudden mandate, ‘Ile Daimio of Kanga, one of the wealthiest and most 
influential of his class, hay declared himself ready to return, it is said ; 
and his palace is under repair. When it is considered how much of ex~ 
pense and inconvenience this compulsory attendance at the capital 
Of the Tycoon entails in journeying to and fro with an enormous 
retinue—and all that is humbling to the pride of semi-indepen- 
dent Princes in its conditions, it may well be a matter of sur- 
prise that the Tycoon, having once yielded his right, should be 
able to take back the concession, Not two months ago his councils were 
distraught with dangers and perils on every side, threatening both his life 
and his dynasty, Menaced with deposition from Kioto if he did not 
expel the foreigner from Yokohama, with instant reprisals from foreign 
Powers if he atiempted it, and in no small danger of being thrust from his 
seat by Mito's and Cho-hiu’s forces united (alre azing the suburbs 
of Yedo under the name of “ Lonings”) it is difficult to reaiise so sudden 
and complete a resumption of kingly power and strensth, 

‘The second decree is not from the Tycoon, but the Mikado, stripping 
Choshiu of name, title, rank, and territories, and casting him forth from 
the possessions of his ancestors a nameless, mrsterless, and friendless man 
—in a word, a Lonin! This, of course, comes from his second attack on 
































Kioto. ‘The vieiation of the sanctity of the Mikado’s palace by a des 
perate and sanguinary aault appears to have constituted an unpardonable 
crime. The obj ere can be no doubt, was to seize the person of his 


uzcrain, and compel him to depose the ‘Tycoon in 
aides supporting him with all the authority ‘the Mikado wields with his 
Daimios against the then imminent attack of the allied squadrons. But 
it is a remarkable fact that this decree does not seem to have been launched 
at his devoted head, like a thunderbolt from the Mikado's hands, until 
after the forces of the foreign Powers had inflicted a terrible defeat upon 
the arch-enemy of all powers, spiritual and temporal ! 

It remains to be seen whether the Mikado really exercises the power 
attributed to him. akin to that of the Popes of a byxone age, when a bull 
of ex-communi inped Kings and Princes at one blow of posses- 
sions, friends, and adherents. ‘The danger now seems lest our arms, and 
the strong position made by the presence of foreign troops at Yokobama, 
may not make the Tycoon too strong, and indispose him to follow out a 
policy of conciliation and mutual concession, which can alone promise

internal peace and satisfactory foreign relations, The events of the last 
few weeks, and of the last few days more especially, show that we had not 
over estimated, but much underrated, the influence which might be exer- 
cised by the Treaty Powers firmly awserting their rights, and with a strong 
hand punishing the Daimio who outraged them with persistent violence 
and hostli 





There ie mach yet to be done, and wise counsels are needed to steer 
the Treaty Powers toa calm and secure haven, through all the shoals 
and breakers of Japanese politics and Oriental diplomacy. But that we 
have at length entered upon the right track, after many painful and feeble 
efforts to find some asler peasege, must be plain to all, und a subject of 
hearty congratulation. great work has been don ¢ rest is matter 
of time. We have gained a position hitherto wanting,—one that insures 

t for our prowess if not for our rights; and we may fairly hope the 
‘same firm hands that have placed us there, will prevent our straying back 
to the bewildering and profitless maze from whence we have but just 
emerged, and keep us steadily advancing until the goal is reached. Peace 
and security, with all reasonable facilities for trade and intercourre— 
such facilitics in both directions as may be equally advantageous to the 
foreigner and the native, are all that we require, And these seem 
more nearly within reach now, than at any time since the treaties were 
















We stated in our last that the Rona had taken to Shanghai a 
quantity ofsilk. We are now enabled to state that she had on 
board over 200 bales, that the mail steamer Cadiz brought 
thither 1,756 bales, and that the settlements were to the 
extent of 2,500. This increased activity of trade, com- 
bined with the favourable intelligence from this side, had pro- 
duced a rise in the prices, and Mybash was quoted at $600. 

The Netherlands representative had given an official con- 
tradiction to a statement that appeared in the Commercial News, 
to the effect that “the Dutch were to receive $130,000 as an 
indemnity for the Medusa having been fired upon in the Inland 
Sea.” 

The Royal Marines landed from the Conqueror on the 4th 
October, and marched to their huts on the Bluff. 

The price paid by the Japanese Government for the Takiarg 
was $65,000. 

Her Britannic Majesty’s Consul had given publicity to a com- 
plaint received from the Governor of Kanagawa with respect 
to injuries sustained by a Japanese pregnant female, in couse- 
quence of being ridden over by a forcign horseman, in the hope 
that such publicity might induce the individual who caused 
this accident to offer through the Custom-house some compen- 
sation to the sufferer. The offender is suspected to be a 
Dutchman, from his dress and appearance. 

‘The preliminary steps taken for establishing a Chamber of 
Commerce at Yokohama were noticed in our issue of the 28th 
November. At tho mecting held for that purpose, Mr. Rickerby, 
the Agent for the Central Bank of Western India, called atten- 
tion to the subject of the dollars at present in circulation. It 
appeared that he and Mr, Rickard, Agent for the Oriental Bank 
Corporation at Yokohama, had, some days previously, called a 
meeting of a number of firms, at which Mr. Rickerby brought 
forward a proposal to check the present system of classifying 
dollars introduced by Chinese Shroffs, the result of which is 
that at present large numbers of perfectly good dollars 
of fall weight and purity are daily rejected by the Chinese 
servants of the banks and mercantile houses in receiving 
deposits and ‘paying cheques or orders, merely from 
some peculiarity tin mint mark, colour, or sound. ‘This 
proposal had been put by Mr. Rickerby into tho form of a 
preliminary agreement, and circulated through the place for 
signature, but two of the banks and a majority of the leading 
firms declining to support it, the proposition had, necessarily, 
to be withdrawn, ‘This step, therefore, Mr. Rickerby had to 
announce—expressing ab the same time his regret that he had 
failed to induce the community to adopt his proposal, and 
stating bis conviction that, within some twelve months, the 
evil he was attempting to nip in the bud would attain the same 
dimensions as in China, and that the stoppage of it then would 
be infinitely more iuconvenient and more difficult than at 
present, He went on to make an explanation on behalf of 
bis friend Mr. Rickard, of the Oriental Bank, rebutting 
statements which bad been freely made lately, that all |the 
low class dollars had been introduced indirectly by the 
Oriental Bank Corporation, who paid them to Government. 
Such, he granted, had been at first his own impression, unable 
as he was to account for the enormous percentage of copper 
and low class dollars which had been brought to him by the 
troops and sailors {during the past eighteen mouths, in pay 
ment for small drafts, in which his business had been very 
large. But, on inguiry from Mr, Rickard, he had found that 
it was not the fault of the Oriental Baok Corporation. For 
twelve months they had not supplicd the Government with a 
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single dollar as far as he knew. The Government officials had, 
contrary to the expressed advice of the Oriental Bank Corpo- 
ration manager, bought their dollars elsewhere for themselves, 
and of such bad quality that the bank, though forced 
by their agreement to take them, only did so on con- 
dition that Government demands should be paid in 
the same coin, which has accordingly been done for 
the past year. Mr. Rickerby repeated that he believed the 
majority of inferior dollars did come from the fleet and troops 
in this way, and thought that the Oriental Bank Corporation 
were quite blameless in the matter. Mr. Rickerby concluded 
by formally withdrawing his proposition to facilitate the 
earrency of all good dollars to which there was no other objec- 
tion than some peculiarity of mint mark or sound, and said 
that of course his Comprador must go on as before, rejecting 
all such coin as would be refused when he had to pay it away. 
¥ The case of H, T. Lyas, master of the British ship Lite 
Edith, v. Aspinall, Cornes, and Co., had been tried before Mr. 
Consul Winchester. This was a claim to recover the sum of 
$210.00 demurrage on account of the Little Edith’s detention 
during threo days beyond the period named in the charter- 
party agreement, at $70 per diem. In giving judgment the 
Consul remarked that the plaintiff appeared to have deluded 
himself, with a most resolute determination, on the obtaining 
certain flat small boxes of tea, notwithstanding he was told 
that they could not be given to him, A cargo of tea meant a 
cargo of tca in any of its accustomed shapes, and as might 
suit the interest or convenience of the shipper; but the 
plaintiff in this case, after he had been told plainly, on or about 
tho 20th Sept, that he would not get any other chests of a 
lesser size, continued constantly asking for such lesser chests 

p tothe 3rd Oct, and neglected to ask for such quantity of 
chests of the larger size as the ship would stow ; such quantity 
of larger chests having been sent on board on the 7th only, 
after Mr. Cornes had found it necessary to take Mr. Mcdonald 
on board the ship to find out what additional number she 
could take. Again, it was quite clear that due diligence was 
not used in the loading of the previous part of the cargo, 
namely the cotton, as the captain was bound to use; and it 
may fairly be taken for granted that Messrs, Aspinall and Co. 
were disappointed on account of what a respectable merchant 
in Yokohama, Mr. Joseph, has sworn to be “the delay and 
unsatisfactory proceedings on the part of the captain,” and 
that consequently instead of 3,000 piculs promised to be 
shipped by Mr. Joseph, ouly 2,000 piculs were shipped, leaving 
@ space of 1,000 piculs to be otherwise provided for by the 
charterer. On these grounds judgment was entered up for the 
defendants, and, as a matter of course, the costs against the 
plaintiff. 





CHINA. 
TIEN-TSLY, 

Dates from this port are up to the 15th of October, There 
was nothing reported from Peking; indeed, there has been 
nothing since Mr. Wade assumed the charge of the embassy. 
We hope that nothing portentous will come out of this lull. 
When Sir Frederick Bruce held the reins the arrival of the 
mail used to bring us some accounts of his negotiations with 
Prince Kung, which gave us an insight into the wily Minister 
and the plain John Bull diplomacy. 

Business in imports continued very stagnant, and little im- 
provement can be expected uutil cotton goods cau be laid down 
at a much lower figure than their present cost. The opium 
business is growing smaller every year, which is to be accounted 
for by the fact that the growth of the native drug is largely oa 
the increase in the North, and this can be sold much cheaper 
than the foreign drug. The export of cotton coutinues very 
brisk, and the price is firm at 15 taels per picul. 

It is reported that the Spanish Minister, M. Deillas, has 
negotiated a treaty with the Chinese Government, which was 
signed in one of the temples at this port on the 11th Oct. A 
copy will bo sent home by this mail in charge of M. Toledo. 
The Minister ison the point of starting far Peking, where he 
will take up his residence, peading the exchange of ratifications. 
The weather is described as excecdingly fine, but getting cold, 
and the Chinese predict a severe winter and early closing of 
the river. 2 

SHANGHAT, 

The dates are now down to the morning of the 26th Octo- 
ber, five days later than received per French mail on the Sth inst. 
No later dates had been received from England than the 26th 
August (reported in our last). 





The leading item now is the blowing up of another steamer 
(American) The following account is from the North China 
Herald :— 

“Some excitement was caused in the settlement by the 
blowing up of the steamer General Ward. The tug had taken 
the Tasso in tow to place her alongside the S.S.N, Company's 
wharf, brought her safely to her moorings, and had just turned 
astern to place her in position when the explosion cecurred. 
The captain of the asso was at the time standing on the 
deck-house ; hearing the noise, and judging the cause, he 
jumped on to the deck for shelter. So soon as the smoke and 
steam cleared away sufficiently to enable him to see around 
him, he found that the General Ward had entirely disappeared, 
that the Tasso’s mizen-mast head and bulwarks on the port 
side were blown away, the house was seriously in- 
jured, and the furniture and crockery in the cabin were 
destroyed. Tho captain of the tug, who had been 
standing on the deck of the Z’asso, on the opposite side to the 
captain, at the tire of the explosion, was lying apparertly 
dead, with blood running from his head; the mate of 
the steamer was in the Zwsso’s foretop, and a Chineso 
woman who had been on board was lying dead on the deck 
with ,her head nearly cut off. The auchor, still attached to 
the chain, was blown over the Zasso’s fore top-gallant-yard arm, 
over which it was hanging, the other end of the chain being 
still fast to the sunken steamer. Captain Fuller, of the 
General Ward, died in a few seconds; the mate and the Chinese 
engineer were taken to the Shanghai General Hospital, dan- 
gerously injured, and, we regret to say, that the former has since 
dicd. Capt. Fuller is supposed to have been killed by a large 
piece of the boiler, which fractured his skull, and cut a largo 
gash over his heart ; he had also suffered other serious injuries, 
‘The cause of the accident is not known, and will probably 
never be ascertained ; but in all probability it was referable to 
some neglect on the part of the engineer—a Chinaman. The 
General Ward belonged to a Boston firm; we have not heard 
whether she was fully insured. Messrs, Angel and Co., ag 
agents of both the vessels, have requested us to give publicity 
to the expression of their thanks to the officers and crew of 
tho, Haitler for aid rendered after the unfortuuate occurrence.” 

On tlie evening of the 16th Oct. an attempt was made tobreak 
into Messrs, Jardiue and Matheson’s silk factory ; but fortunately 
Mr. Major heard the thieves before they had effected an entrance, 
aud on his going to the spot with a revolver they took to fight. 
He fired two shots, wounding, as it was afterwards found, one 
of the thieves, and attracting the attention of a policeman, who 
was so near the house that he came up in time to see threo 
men running away, to waom he at ouce gave chase. One, 
who fell almost immediately, was captured, and on 
being subsequently taken to the station-house, was found 
to have been wounded, not severely, in the chest. Tho 
other two pursued their flight along the Defence ereek, but were 
met by another policeman who had heard the shouts, and found 
their retreat cut off. Ono jumped into the water, but finding 
it impossible to get ashore without being captured, swam about 
until he was exhausted and was drowned. His comrade in the 
meantime got off. The wounded man confessed that they had 
been endeavouring to break into the house, and said he belonged 
to a gang of Cautonzse whom he would puint out, who lived in 
a village outside the limits of the settlement. Ie was accord- 
ingly scut into the city ou Friday, in order that he might direct 
the native authorities to the spot. 

On the subject of the steamer explosion Messrs, Nickolson 
and Boyd have addressed a letter pointing out the incompetent 
men engaged as engineers, and stating that in this case the 
man was a Chinese, and had been promoted from cook to 
engineer ! !! 

A sand storm of some severity passed over the scttlement. 
Vast clouds of sand hovered over about tho shipping and the 
Pootung side of the river. It drifted to the southward, but the 
effects of it were felt in the scttlement. The air was oppres- 
sive, and particles of sand found their way all over the place, 

‘The following circular has been issued by the committee ap- 
pointed to select asite for a new cemetery :—

The Friend of China has showed up another squecze, and 
writes :— 

“Our Shanghai Taotai had not long been in office ere he 
brought to the notice of Mr. Commissioner Dick circumtantials 
proof of a systemof black mail levy on native shippers by foreign 
craft. This system would scem to have been in operation 
for some time ; payments being made, not on each item, but 
in lumps quarterly. Of course there was no direct 
demand; though why the money should be paid was 
easily enough comprehended. To wit: The firm of Hungkee 
would have cargo go to Hong Kong by a vessel leaving 
-as to morrow nt 10.31, before business hours at the Customs. 
At is already 3 p.m.: how is it tobedone? A nod is as good as 
-a wink. Six hundred tacls a quarter from one native is too 
much ; and hence ‘the bobbery. Several young men are 
involved in this mail-bag business we hear — natives 
of Ningpo or Canton, and it is possible that some 
of them may grow a head shorter before long, 
while the others will only get out of prison on heavy disgorge 
of old plunder. Mr, Commissioner Dick’s feelings were 
greatly pained at the occurrence, and he has pointed out to his 
superior how very difficult it is to manage other than white 
men at the toll-bar.” 





HANKOW, 

A correspondent, a!!n tiny to the fire which recently occurred 
at this port, says that tle iusurance offices are heavier sufferers 
than was at first suppo: Several Chinese have been killed, 
since the event, by the falling in of walls, while searching for 
property amid the ruins, The crew of a French gunboat, 
which was lying off Hankow at the time, are said to have be- 
haved very discreditably during the fire, 

KIU-KIANG, 

A correspondont informs us that a band of 40 or 50 Chinese 
burglars broke into the nitive Custom-house at that port on 
the night of the 3rd October, and suceeded in carrying off a 
quantity ofjsycec, after killing two night-watchmen. Nothing 
has been yet heard of the thieves, who are believed to have 
been discharged braves, although, of course, the native authori- 
ties are interested in their detection, inasmuch as it was Chinese 
nioney which was stolen.

The following is an extract of advices from Amoy, per Chanti- 
cleer, which come down to 27th October. 

There is no reliable news of the rebels, but they are said to 
be still in Chung-Chow,-and have issued proclamations request- 
ing the inhabitants to return to the city, as they do not wish to 
harm them, but only overthrow the Government. This infor- 
mation is given by an escaped Christian Chinese, who states also 
that they do not injure any calling themselves Christians, and 
have not destroyed the chapels, though they have burnt several 
large public buildings. Ie states them (the rebels) to be fine 
men and well armed, and that the first force that attacked the 
city were well mounted. The number of them is said to be 
increasing, but is variously estimated from as low as 80 to as 
high as 30,000. But report also states them to be merely a 
band of robbers. No Europeau has asyet seen any of them, and 
no one in Amoy seems to know the exact truth as to what 
they are, or their numbers. 


HONG KONG. 
The English mail of 10th Sept. arrived out on the 26th 
Oct., the day of the departure of the last mail (French). The 
dates are now down to the Ist. Nov. The new commander of 
the forces in China, General Guy, had arrived out, as also Chief 
Justice Adams. The items of news now added are very scant. 
The steamer Far East arrived from Shanghai for London 
leaky, and after discharging part of her cargo the leak was 
stopped. She was to proceed on the Ist of November. 

The China Mail on the late fracas between the soldiers and 
police says :—“ Our attention has been called to the verdict 
lately given by the coroner's jury against the eleven 99th men 
at the inquest on the body of an Indian constable at Peddar’s 
Wharf. It is urged, and with some force, that if eleven men 
are put in prison and ultimately placed upon trial because 
some one man among then must have committed the murder, 
it is verystrange and inconsistent that the three policemen whose 
pieces were fired when Private Lonsdale was killed should not 
also be similarly dealt with ; nay, that the whole pickct of police 
who, of their own accord, broke loose from duty, neglecting 
the commands of their officers, should not have a verdict re- 
corded against them. That pickct resolved itself into a rabble, 
in defiance of all orders, and with intent to do harm to human 
life. One of this rabble of policemen fired his musket, while 
two constables not belonging to the picket also fired theirs, 
The latter individuals have escaped detection ; but the picket 
itself, when they had become a riotous body of armed Indians, 
should have had a verlict given against them as being legally 
sharers in the murder of Lonsdale. So at least we have 
heard it argued out of doors. The coroner did not take such 
a view with regard to the policemen ; but with regard to the 
soldiers he addressed the jury su decidedly that they felt com- 
pelled to give the verdict they gave. Whether the case will be 
pressed against the 99th men or withdrawn we cannot say; 
the Attorney-General will determine the question when he has 
seen the evidence ; but we do think that there is considerable 
analogy between the two cases, and that the policemen were 
just as much rioters as the soldiers.” 

We hear that the gas works are rapidly epproaching comple- 
tion, and we anticipate the lighting of the city to some extent 
before the end of the year. Tue diticultics in laying the mains 
havo been great, owing to the rocky nature of the ground, 
which, in most cases, has required to be opened by blasting. 
The principal public buildings, jail, clubs, churches, Govern- 
ment-house, &c, are now prepared for the consumption of gas, 
and a large portion of the street lamp-posts arrived out, and 
are being set up. The price to be charged for the gas is $4.50 
per thousand cubic feet, and when the whole resources of the 
works are brought into action, and the quantity of 200,000 
cubic fect per diem is consumed, the shareholders will, we 
expect, realise a good return for their capital. 


NETHERLANDS INDIA. 
BATAVIA. 

Dates are to the 2ud November. The London mail of the 
10th September arrived out on the 22nd October, aud that of 
the 17th September on the 26th of October. 

Mr, J, de Wal, Counsellor of the Supreme Court of Nether- 
lands India, has been appointed President of the Court of 
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Justice at Batavia. W. H. du Cloux, Esq., Virector of AMid- 
delen en Domeinen, bas been permitted to retire frou the servico 
ona pension, This gentleman has since been appointed Agent 
to the Java Bank at Samarang. We have to announce the 
death, rather suddenly, of Dr. Wassink, Head of the Medical 
Department of Netherlands India. 

The telegraph-office now receives despatches in other lan- 
guages besides Dutch and Malay. 

The Court of Justice has found Dr. Smeets, late practising 
at Bandong, guilty of manslaughter, he having, through care- 
lessness, caused the death of a child Soy administering strych- 
nine for santonine powders. The Doctor having left Java, has 
been declared refractory to the law. 

There has been a slight disturbance at Tagal. The Jaxasche 
Courant Extra says that the barracks of the Pradjoerits were 
attacked by a body of marauders on the morning of the 28th 
October at 4 o'clock. They took away seven muskets, and 
afterwards attackod the house of the Regent and that of the 
Djaksa, killing two men and wounding five. On their retreat 
they murdered af European labourer and wounded two other 
Europeans and a Chinaman. On receipt of the news the Re- 
sident immediately followed in pursuit and succeeded in arrest- 
ing four of the rascals. It is said that a certain radhen Hadji 
is the leader of this band, which is composed of about sixty 
fanatics, who, it seems stood at bay whenever they reached any 
of the holy tombs in the neighbourhood. Those who escaped 
fled into the forests of Gantoengan. Troops had been sent 
from Samarang, and no further disturbances had taken place. 

Later news had corroborated the report that dissensions 
had arisen between the leaders of the rebellion, and particu- 
larly between Mas Nata Widjaya and pangeran Praboe, and 
bloody fights had already taken place between their respective 
followers. 

BORNEO. 


The despatches received from the President of the Western 
District state that the settlement of Sintary has been con- 
tinually disturbed by rebels up to the 14th September. On 
that day an attack was commenced by the rebels, but they 
were beaten back by the guns from the fort and from the 
steamers Celebes and Onrust. They remained at a short dis- 
tance from Sintang, and tried to throw up works there. 


According to information received from the Governor of 
Labuan, which dates 22nd August, nine Javanese seamen and 
three Javanese women had arrived in the course of the year at 
Mahiad and Palawan, who stated that they had be- 
longed to a Dutch ship lost in the China Sea 5 had 
saved themselves in the launch, and had found their 
way to Maghiad without having been molested by the Solorese. 
The captain had saved himself in another boat. The native 
chief at Maghiad, Datoe Mohammad, asserts, however, 
that theso seamen had murdered their captain, and 
afterwards abandoned the ship. The following articles 
were found in their possession, to-wit, an American 
clock, like those used on board vessels, a gold and 
@ silver watch, a gold and a silver watch chain, together with 
a bill of exchange value £25, dated June 12, 1863, Allis 
being done on the part of the part of the Governor of Laboean, 
as well as on that of the judicial authorities at this place, to 
obtain more light on this affair, which would appear to stand 
in close relation to dark and criminal deeds.

The Calcutta hurricane has affected Sing pore in two ways 
both for the painful interest it creates as a disaster to pro- 
perty of almost unparalleled magnitude, and because it directly 
and powerfully affects the mercantile interests, in so far that 
it will withdraw a large portion of freightage which is coming 
crowding in from China. The merchants, with a steady eye to 
the main chance, were already turning the calamity to good 
account, and large accumulations of all descriptions of marine 
stores were being bundled off to the scene of disaster. 

Mr. D. C. Presgrave is appointed, as a temporary arrange- 
ment, to officiate as Police Magistrate and Commissioner of the 
Court of Requests at Prince of Wales’ Island. The Hon. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Man resumed charge of the office of 
Resident Councillor, Prince of Wales’ Island, on the 28th Oct. 
The Hon. Lieut.Colonel Macpherson resumed charge of the 
office of Resident Councillor, Singapore, and Secretary to Go- 
vernment, on the 3lst October. Lieutenant Henry Burn, late 
Indian Navy, resumed charge of the office of Master Attendant 
and Shipping Master at Singapore, on the 31st October. 

The formation of a company for the cultivation of sugar in 
the Johore territory has been postponed, from considerations 
suggested by the state of the money market. 

The John Bright and the mail steamer Benares had a close 
race of it on the way down from Hong Kong. The John 
Bright sailed two hours before the mail, aud arrived here some 
four hours before her, having completed the passage in little 
more than four days and a half. 

Mr. J. D. Vaughan, the police magistrate, has published a 
pamphlet on “the proposed route across the Isthmus of Kraw,” 
by way of comment on the Report of Captains Frazer and 
Forlong, read before the Royal Geographical Society in January 
last. Mr. Vaughan sums up his conclusions as follows :— 

There would be a saving in time, it is true, between Ceylon and Cochin 
China, but the question with the French would be whether as a mere 
speculation it would not be more profitable to touch at Singapore, a place 
representing a trade of 30 millions sterling, per annum (including that 
of Netherlands India; or at Kraw which represents no trade at all. 
And, again, whether the saving in time wonld be compensated by the 
loss sustained in avoiding Singapore. In spite of all that can be written 
in favour of the Kraw route, the unbiased mind will have to admit 
eventually that the centrality of Singapore, in connection with Java, the 
Iblands of the Eastern Archipelago, Australia, and China, will ever make 
it the most eligible post for the meeting of steam lines. 

The saving in time,ftoo, Mr. Vaughan conceives to be over- 
stated :— 

Tostead of fifty-six hours being saved on the Ceylon and China line, I 

or eleven hours less than the time claimed by the 
authors of 3 and instead of nineteen hours on the Calcutta and 
China line in favour of the Kraw route, I show forty hours to the 
benefit of the present route.

From the abo 
statement it is perfectly clear that the undertaking would be unsuccessfu 
in a pecuniary point of view, independent of the expenses incurred in con- 
veying mails, &c., for Singapore to their destination.

COMMERCIAL REPORT. 
CHINA IMPORTS. 

Corton Yarn—Has not met with any demand during the past fortnizht, 
‘and the value o: the article shows a decline of $1 to $2 per picul since the 
date of, last report ; the sales effected amount to 70 bales. Grey 
Baitings, The sales reported under date of 14th instant appear 
to have suppiicd the wants of the dealers for the present, and 
during the past fortnight settlements have been limited to 2,850 
pieces; prices are quoted slightly lower, and the market for 
these goods is very dull, White Shittings: ‘There is not any material 
change 10 notice in the value of these goods, but the inquiry for them has 
been extremely limited, and not more than 2,000 pieces have found 
buyers during the fortuight. T-Cloths: Prices of T- Cloths have receded 
to the extent of about 10 cents per piece during the fortnight which has 
elapsed since the date of last circular, and the demand shows a great 
falling off. The settlements effected amount to about 7,200 pieces, in addi- 
tion to which sume 1,200 pieces of sea-damaged goods have been moved 
off by public auction. White Spotted Shirtings, Dyed do., Brocades, 
White and Coloured: These goods maintain their value, and have met 
with an average amount of inquiry in this market since the departure of 
last mail; the sale. reported consist of 530 piecesof Dyed Spotted Shirtings, 
and 1,230 pieces ot Coloured Brocades. Damasks: Have found buyers 
to the exiem of 250 pieces at previous rates, CRintzes: 300 pieces 
have found buyers. Handkerchiefs have been placed to the extent of 
1,200 dozens. 

Woottens.—Spanish Stripes, Medium Cloths, Ladies’ and Habit 
Cloths : A fair amount of business has been transacted in these goods in 
this colony during the fortnight, estimated at about 1,200 pieces of 
Spanish Stripes, and 132 pieces of the other quaiities. Sales of 546 
pieces of Arsorted Spanish Stripes are also reported from Foo-chi 
Long Ells: ‘The value of these goods remains as under date of last ci 
cular, with sales of 1,360 pieces reported, while in Foo-chow some 200 
pieces HH Scarlet have found buyers at $9.25 per piece. Camlets: 
610 pieces placed in this market at previous rates. Lastings: The trans- 
actions of the fortnight are put at 500 pieces. Blankets: These goods 
have met with a moderate amount of inquiry during the fortnight, and have 
been sold to the extent of 550 pairs, exclusive of 150 pairs of damaged 
sold at publie auction. 

Metats.—Iron, Flat, &.: There is not any very material change 
noticeable in the value of iron, although the market is not perhaps quite 
80 firm as it was some weeks ago. The transactions in this colony are 
estimated at 2,400 piculs of nail rod; 400 picu's of bar, and 50 kegs of 
wire. In Canton about 5,000 piculs of all kinds have found buyers. 
Lead : Has declined in value in this colony, and only 80 piculs have 
found buyers. In Canton sales of 2.000 piculs are reported. Tin: 100 
slabs sold. ‘Tin Plates: 200 boxes have changed hands, Steel: 250 
‘tubs have been sold in Canton. 























CHINA EXPORTS. 

Txa.—CanTon. —About thirteen chops of country Congou have come 
forward during the fortnight; the quality whereof is by no means unex- 
ceptionuble. The scttlements of that description have been trifling, 
owing to the unreasonable demands of the teamen. Canton Congous 
continue in moderate request. In Scented Teas only a small business has 
been done, quotations being unaltered. ‘There has been some little de- 
mand for fine Canton Greens for France, but rates are unchanged. 
tg Foo-cHow-Foo.—The market has been quiet during the fortnight, the 
business having run on the better flavory kinds of Conyous, which, being 
scarce, have advanced & mace.

Suaxcuat.—Black: Only a limited business is reported at prices 
which show no change on previous quotations, although in many cases 
they have been very irregular.

Hangow.—The market has maintained a quiet tone throughout th® 
past fortnight, chiefly owing to the high rate of exchange and the scarcitY 
of good teas now offering, the present stock (with very few exceptions) 
consisting of coarse coming o Srd crops, ‘The teamen have evinced 
more anxiety who sell during the last few days; as yet, however, no 
reduction can be quoted in prices. Settlements for the fortnight are 30 

chops (includmg 1 coutraet sent to Shanghai), making the total settle- 

ments for the season 630 chops, and leaving a stock on the market of 

about 50 chops. Quotations are:—Oopacks, common HH., 19 to 20; 

Oonams, do., 16 to 17. 

Kiuxranc. - Arrivals of new Green have increased the stock to: 
52,000 half-chests (including 6,600 contracts), but not a single settle 
ment has been made, nor have buyers exhibited any disposition to: 
purchase ; on the other hand, the teamen appear unwilling to force their 
teas on the market, The teas to hand exhibit, an inferior mate as 
compared with those of last season, probably owing to the hurried 
manner of preparation (the rebels being in close proximity at the time 
of manipulation). Receipts since the commencement of the season 
amount to 68,J00 half-chests, of which 9,000 are contracts, and 7,000 
scitlements. 

Yoxouama.—Little or no business has been done in this article. 
Prices huve still a downward tendency, estimated at 100 piculs. Quota- 
tions are as follows :—Common nominal, $8.00 to 12.00; good commen, 
14.00 to 18.00; medium, 19 to 23; fine, 24.00 to 30.00; old common, 
4.00 to 12.00. 

Raw Sik.—Saxcuatr.—The market during the fortnight has been 
very active, settlements baing estimated at 3,000 bales. ‘Ihe arrival of 
the 26th of August with higher quotations, and a considerable decline in 
‘our rate of exchange, led to large transactions. Prices have advanced 
10 to 25 tacls per picul, and purchases have been taken from all descrip- 
tions. The supply from the interior having been moderate, the stock is 
considerably reduced. From Japan 1,986 bales have arrived. The 
present unsold stock is 4,000 bales against 11,000 bales same period last 
season, and 11,500 the season before. Tsatlees: No 1 chops, 470 to 
480 taels per picul. 

Yoxouana.—The visit that the Foreign Ministers paid to Yedo bas 
been productive of a great deal of good. In consequence of theit urgent 
representations, silk has again come down to Yokchama freely and 
in considerable quantities, and it is confidently expected that it will con- 
tinue to do so, All the Silk that arrived at first had been contracted for, 
or advanced upon, but after a little while large parcels were put on the 
market, and an active demand arose which caused prices to reach an un- 
precedented height, say €600 for Mybash ; within the last two or three 
days, however, the market has become mere quiet, and prices are a little 
lower, with a downward tendency. The settlements of the last fortnight 
may be estimated at about 2,500 bales. The unsold stock on the market 
is not heave, but supplics are coming down daily. BMybash, best parcels 
offering €585 to 59 ‘ 

Duves, &c.—Cassia: Settlements are reported of 500 piculs a 
$15.65 to 15.70. The stock is reduced to 600 pls. but as sup- 
plies are shortly expected, rates may give way. Cassia Buds: At 
small lot of 8 piculs has arrived, for which the extreme rate of 
€59 to 60 is asked. China Galls: Since the departure of the last mail, 
advices have been received of the failure of the expected crop ; the old 
stock of 100 piculs is now consequently held at $14, which is an advance 
of 14. Vermilion: As last quoted, say $14} per box of 50 catties. 
Rhubarb: ‘The old stock of 130 piculs remains untouched, the views of 
the holders continuing quite unreasonable. Musk : No settlements, a 
small chop of 30 caities of fair quality has arrived and is held at $95 per 
catty ; another chop of 100 catties being too interior for export to Europe, 
is being shipped to the north of China. Galangal: Nominally 
$2 to 3, no buyers for Europe. Essential Oils: None on the market. 
Camphor.—Hong Kong: 400 piculs have been sold during the fortnight 
at $19 per picul, and there is uot much demand for the article either for 
India or the home markets. No further supplies arrived, and stock on 
hand amounts to only about 800 piculs. 


COTTON. 
Hone Koxe.— China Trade Report :—The rumours of an armistice in 
the United States have completely prostrated the market, and the few 
sales repurted have been made to the Chinese. The total sales of the 
fortnight hardly reach 3,000 bags, whilst fully 10,000 bags are added to the 
stock.

The Chinese, we 
are glad to state, are receiving some severe but wholesome lessons with 
regard to wet cotton, and many of them must be losers by having it thrown

resources for such operations do not improve the article either io staple 
or colour. ‘There isno doubt that cotton at tls. 14 to 15 would pay growers 
well, and it might not therefore be unreasonable to expecta decline to these 
ff the next mail brings no extraordinary advices, we do not 
y serious decline. The market it is anticipated will be main- 
tained by the demand cvurequent on the necessity to load such & number 
of ships laid = expressly for cotton, and the anxiety to full cri 
tracts.

Small parcels of Hankow have arrived, 
Bat ho sales have transpired. Large supplies are looked for sbortly from 
all quarters, kept back, no doubt, by the late rains and by the fear of send- 
ing forward cotton which has been wet, and which the owners, learning 
wisdom, considered advisable to detain and dry before bringing on the 
market. 

‘TiEN.781N.—The receipts of new staple have been very small up to the 
present time, contract parcels excepted, which have come in freely, We 
estimate the settlements on the market at 800 bales, on foreign account, 
at tls, 14.2.0 to 14.7.5 per picul. Purchases, we hear, hava been made 
by Chinese for shipment principally to Amoy and Fuochow, at tls. 14.8.0 
to 15.5.0 per picul. We quote best staple to-day tla, 15.0.0, and as sup- 
plies are likely to come forward in large quantity during the present 
month, we look for easier rates, unless advices from the south should, in 
the meantime, tend to keep prices up. 

Nixoro.—The nominal quotation is $29.50 per bale of 118 to 120 
catties, but the panic prevails here as elsewhere amongst shippers, owing to 
rumours of an armistice in the United States, and it may be said that 
there are no buyers at anything near the quotation.

ROPBERY OF TRAVELLERS FROM INDIA IN EGYPT. 


AA Malta leter of the Srd states thatthe last passengers from Bombay 
had their luggage opened by persons connected with the railway during 
the journey from Suez to Alexandria, and while the property was in 
charge of the Egyptian authorities. Colonel O'Connell, "R.A. 
said to have lost among many other things £250 in  sovereig 
Captain Mann, R.A., and Colonel Woodfall also suffered severely. 
Money, jewellery, and boots appear to have been most sought 
for; ladies’ dresses seem to have been little valued. The robbers 
must have been hurried, as those things which they considered not worth 
Koeping were put back in the wrong trunks, One gentleman, on open- 
ing his box, found the whole of his wardrobe gone and replaced by a 
crinoline. ‘The robbers must have been cunning rogues. for the well~ 
used luggage with many tickets on it, indicating that the owners were old 
hands at travelling, and, therefore, unlikely to put valuables into their 
trunks. was untouched." ‘The Pacha, the English Consul, and the other 
authorities have been informed of these robberies, with a view of recover- 
ing damages. 

















THE STRAITS TRANSFER. 
(THE TIMES.) 


The busy settlement of Singapore is rich in the industry of 70,000 
Chinamen and of half that number of Malays, Situated ‘almost im- 
mediately unver the Equator, its atmosphere is cooled by frequent showers 
and its environs are adorued by all the fragrant shrubs and gigantic vegeta- 
tion of the torrid zone. Singapore is the queen of a cluster of unnumbered 
islets, were everything that yet is strange and unfamiliar in this matter-of- 
fact world is found or fabled, and Singapore is also the portal of that great 
Eastern Archipelago which is certainly destined hereafter to play a first- 
rate part in the world’s history. The present prosperity of this great port 
is, however, dependent upon a necessity which the cutting of a ship 
canal may any day take from it. It is the great house of call between 
the Western and the Eastera World only for want of a water way across 
an isthmus. Commerce is, on this account, forced down southward 
many a league, and the harbours of Singapore are always crowded with 
ships, and her hotels are, through the same agency, noisy with American 
bowling-alleys and loud Anglo-Saxon argument, and other evidences of 
progress aud civilisation. Singapore, therefore, has a right to take much 

ide in herself, and, like any other prosperous Eastern beauty, to think 

erself no small prize. She is just now anxiously considering upon 
whom she shall throw herself away. The English Colonial-office and the 
Indian Government are the two swains between whom her affections, or 
rather her calculations, are vibrating ; and there is a very edifying contro- 
versy in the Singapore papers as to which may be expected to be the 
more indulgent lord, and which may be made to minister most exten- 
sively to the comfort and extravagance of the settlement, 


Singapore was bought by the East Indie Company some half century 
since from some barbarian black Sultan who claimed title to it. No 
doubt Sir Stamford Ruifies showed great judgment in recommending its 
acquisition. It is wonderfully well placed as a common emporium ; and 
it is impossible not to see that in case of war the occupation of this 
point in sufficient force would command for good or for evil the 
trade with China. To the East India Company in those days when 
they were traders and Sovereigns, Singapore was at once a sword and 
@ purse. But the time has come when the governing power cares 
little for commercial profit and nothing for extended empire, The 
profit does not go direct into the ‘Treasury, and the empire 
is under the guardianship of the general Imperial Government, 
The Government of India no longer feels any obligation to keep 
up expensive outlying stations in order to check the undue advance of 
foreign lowers ine the Archipelago or to protect the trade to China, In 
theireyes, Singapore has lost all claims to special admiration on account 
of her strategic position, or even her commercial convenience. ‘ What. 
is she worth” “What does she bring?" are the only questions that 
have weight now in Calcutta. Unfortunately, Singapore is uot in this 
int of view especially desirable. She is very rich and very prosperous, 
ut she is also very selfish and very extravagant. It has been proved by 
asufficiently extended experience that a state of deficit is the normal 
‘condition of her finances. She is a wife who has a very fine property, but 
she spends it all upon herself and ‘leaves a large balance of debt to be paid 
by the already embarrassed husband. Under these circumstances the 
affection ot the Indian Government has somewhat cooled, and she finds 
a great abatement of the earlier devotion. It is remembered, however, 
that “the Indian Government has borne for years a deficit balance-sheet 
without a murmur, besides showing great liberality in the assistance it has 
always given to works of public utility ; and, while a large portion cf the 
Sivgapore community are for putting themselves under the immediate 
jurisdiction of the Colonial-oftice, others retain a certain interested fidelity 
to the old Indian connection. Singapore is thinking sloud just now, and 
both the Home Government and the East India Government are suffi- 
ciently interested in the subject of her thoughts to make it worth their 
while to listen to her. If she pass over to the Colonial Government, 
she doubts whether her ual deficit will be handsomely paid, 
as before, and no question asked, She fears, too, that under the new 
connection she would get no contributions to her enterprises of public 
utility. She is, moreover, very much afraid that, “* as the Colonial Secre- 
tary has to find berths for relations of obnoxious members of Parliament, 
who are in nine cases out of ten not fit to hold a very inferior position at 
home," Singapore as a Crown colony would have to provide for these 
Parliamentary encumbrance. On the other hand, she knows that “#¢ 




































Colonial-office does not levy taxes, and the Indian Government does, 
Singapore is in a mortal fright about the Indian income-ax ; and the 
stamp duties payable in rupees are an abhorrence to the Bay of Islands, 
‘That annual deficiency hangs heavy upon her conscience, and there is asad 
suspicion that she will not be allowed to go on for ever running up annual” 
bills to be paid without a murmur by an exemplary Government. Such 
are the present thoughts of Singapore, and under their influence applica- 
tion has been made to the Colonial-office to know whether she will be 
allowed to transfer herself from the torrid amenity of the Governor- 
General of India to the cold propriety of Downing-street. An encou- 
raging reply was first returned. Before, however, any decisive answer was 
given, she has, we believe, been rather rudely asked whether she is quite 
vive she is solvent. The question has caused considerable excitement, 
and some indignation, in the settlement. It is thought that the British 
‘Treasury and Colonial-office ought (o have known that the applicant was 
already insolvent, and the demand for some proof that she is in ood case, 
and has a surplus revenue, is taken in Singapore as a proof of a mean 
and mercenary disposition, unworthy of a generous Goverament, and 
insulting to a handsome Eastern dependency. 

The islets of the Straits are said to pt 
monkeys, gizantic serpents, and vampire bats, in addition to such expen- 
tive delicacies as shark fins, sea slags, and birds'-nest soup. Very few of 
these things have hitherto found their way to England among our imports ; 
but we fancy we detect the presence of a very lively young vampire in this 
last bundle of despatches. From what she has already done with the black- 
skinned Indian, we imagine Singapore would be a very powerful bloodsucker 
iftransferred to the fair, lorid,and sanguineous carcass of a Western country. 
‘We picture it o ourselves already gently fanning the wound, and vigorously 
pulling atthe vein. ‘There are, we believe, two regiments of Sepoys and 
2 few guns on the Governor's Hill, just sufficient to keep the Chinaman in 
tolerable order. But if Singapore were a Crown colony, garrisoned and 
fortified by the Imperial Government, we cannot tell how many regiments 
of European troops would suffice for its dignity, or what amount of fortifi- 
tation would be necessary for its safety. There is much better oppor- 
tunity for a few wars among the native Powers of the Archipelago than 
ever existed in New Zealand. ‘There would be no difficulty in making an 
unanswerable case for spending twenty millions of money at Singapore, 
and they would be as well laid out as equal amounts often have been in 
other colonies. We may be sure that the good-tempered, hospitable inhabi- 
tants would receive our soldiers with open arms, and would never be jealous 
of any amount of fortifications we might build, or complain of any 
amount of money we might spend. We should very soon be told to 
think of the position which Singapore holds, and what her influence must 
be upon the future destinies of those great island continents—or rather 

nn our future destinies as linked with theirs—and we should be asked, 
what is twenty miltions, or a hundred millions, as the prico of a lock 
upon that treasury of the future—a lock of which we might keep the 
key? We have heard something of this sort before, and we should 
hear a great deal more of it if Singapore became a Crown colony. We 
have nothing to say against it, except that we shall rejoice most 
sincerely in any amount of strength and prosperity and maguificence§that 
Singapore can attain, if she can arrive at it by the profits of her own trade 
or by the gencrosity of the Peninsular and Oriental Company, to which 
she is already 80 mauch indebted, or by any other means which do not 
bring her into the Parliamentary Estimates. But we do most, sincerely 
assure her that if she is s0 fortunate as to now have her annual deficit paid 
without a murmur, she is better off as she is than she could possibly be 
with us. England wants no more insolvent colonies.

MERCANTILE CONSULS. 


(To the Editor of the London and Chira Telegraph.) 

Sim,—In your issue of Nov. 28, I notice a remark by your Hamburg 
correspondent upon which I think some observations may be usefully 
Gfered. Your correspondent says :——""'Two years ago the head of one 
of the German firms in Shanghai offered his services as Austrian Consul 
at that port without any reward or r2muneration ; but his generous offer 
has not been accepted,” &c. The words which I have italicised your 
correspondent evidently uses in the must innocent manner, and I am aware 
that an impression prevails extensively to the effect that, in volunteering 

to act as Consuls without remuneration, merchants are usually actuated b; 
entirely disinterested motives, In saying a word or two to controvert this 
opinion, and to point out some of the evils which arise from this practice, 
Tam simply repeating statements which have been frequently urged in all 
the newspapers in China, and, inasmuch as I am quite ignorant which 
German firm it was which tendered for the contract to do the Austrian 
ipat Shanghai, my remarks canhave no personal Learing of apysort. 
‘duals and Governments in Europe too frequently lose sight 
uls in the East, and, above all, in China, are 
in name only functionaries of a similar class to those who in ci 
countries are appointed principally for the purpose of secing. to the due 
execution of navigation laws, The difference between a Contul—say 
at Bordeaux or Riga, and an officer bearing the same title at Shanghai 
or Hankow, is as wide as that existing between an ordinary police magis- 
trate and one of the highest judges in the land. ‘The treaties which in 
the East place exclusively under Consular jurisdiction the subjects of the 
respective European States confer necessarily upon the Consuls themselves 
functions and respon: ties of the most extensive nature, which, in order 
to ensure their fair discharge, ought most imperatively to be entrusted to 
independent and disinterested persons. A reference to Lord Elgin's 
Blue-book will show that in 1858. the ssionera protested 
rongly against the future appointment of mercantile Consuls by any 

































nation, knowing, as they did, that with the exception of England ap¢ Yance, 
all the Buropean Powers were represented at the ports by meChante, fre~ 

ently of the most indifferont character; and in the Tren concluded with 
Portneat two years ago, there exists an express stirs!ation that no mer- 
~nants should, for the future, be appointed as Co-#uls for Portugsl. This 
clause was probably introduced owing to the <towledge, on the part of 
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Prince Kung, of the atrocities perpetrated by Macaoese at different times 
and places, who were actually fn partnership. with the. worthies holdiog 
Consular commissions from the Portuguese Government; but this clause 
‘was entirely disregarded, and merchants continued to act as before in the 
sity of Portuguese Consuls. It may be added that these functions 
having of late years been confided to the representatives of an English 
house of the highest probity, the Chinese Government has probably not 
hhad cause to complain of any injury from this source; but as it hee 
recently refused to ratify the treaty with Portugal, no doubt the violation 
of the clause in question was made one of the grounds for so doing. 
Austria, the country to which your correspondent especially refers, has, 
‘as yet, taken no steps to conclude a treaty with China, but her great ally 
—? antagonist—Prussia. has already followed in the steps of England 
and France, and obtained recognition at Peking. The Cunsuls appointed 
under her treaty are a!l merchants, and asa fair criterion of the con- 
sequences which are inevitable in such appointments, I may repeat a 
story I have heard from a well-authenticated source, that the first official 
act perforined by one of the principal German Consuls in China was to 
endeavour to obtain a reduction in the regular duty on sugar, in favoar 
of one of his own shipments of this commodity; and many other in- 
stances could be adduced to show that Consular functions, when confid 
to merchants, are Lut too frequently made the means of obtaining in 
vidual profit,” The fact that the national character inevitably suffers by 
such acts should at least cause a Power which, like Austria, is always 
inguished by a certain chivalrous feeling of honour, to prefer incurring 
a ceriain amount of expense, if the object in view is atall desirable, rather 
than to incur odiuin through an illjudged economy. The interests of Austria, 
however, can scarcely require an expensive staff in China. It is very 
doubtful whether she can have a score of subjects at present residing at 
all the ports put together, and her shipping in the Chinese waters is as 
yet very insignificant. One charge d'affaires to intervene in the rare 
‘case of a Customs’ dispute, or of any ofience committed by or against an 
Austrian subject, would probably amply suffice for her international re- 
quirements, whilst abstinence from the appnintment of mereantile Consuls 
would greatly redound to the credit of her Government. In order fur- 
ther to point out, in conclusion, how awkward may sometimes be the 
Position of a merchant acting as Consul, it is only necessary to 
suppose the case (which, indeed, has actually happened) of a native 
firm doing business with the merchant having occasion to sue 
him before the Consul! Or let us suppose (what has also. more 
than once occurred) a Consul calling upon the Chinese authorities to 
take proceedings agi native, against whom he, as a merchant, has a 
claim. It would be giving too much credit to human nature to suppose 
that where official influence is necessarily so powerful it would not over- 
balance strict justice. One of the most amusing cases of this kind I can 
recall, is in connection with a Peruvian “ Consul" at Canton, who had 
come to China as agent for one of the coolie kidnapping firms at Callao, 
and had also a duly authenticated commission as Consul for Peru. This 
ingenious functionary, the only Peruvian at Canton, addressed 
a despaich to the Viceroy somewhat in the following terms : 
“J, the Consul L—, have received an application from the 
Peruvian merchant L requesting permission for the establish. 
ment of a cootie barracoon, and I have the honour to support this 
application, &c., &e.” Fortunately the Viceroy saw through the scheme, 
and taking no notice of either Consul or coolie agent, the Peruvian 
fanctiovary one day absconded, leaving nothing but debte behind him. I 
think that were a few facts such as these duly weighed by the European 
Governments, they would abstain for the future from making these obj 
tionable appointments, MH. L

Much credit 
was due to the compuny’s servants in Calcutta for preparing the Mubia to 
be ready for the conseyance of the Australian mail. fhe Hindostan was 
aan old bulk, atnd the did. not stand for anything in the company's books. 
‘The transit through Egypt was a most important thing for the company. 
He recollected the time when the cost of transit through Exypt mas £15, 
but now it was reduced to £2. 10s, (Hear, hear.) But, after all, that 
was not the most important consideration. The Pacha of Egypt did all 
that he could to improve the transit, and for this purpose he looked out 
for persons who would be most competent to act as guards on the 
Egyptian Railway. With this view he loosed out for an English general 
manager and traffic manager, and the board were at that moment engaged 
in taking steps to fulfil intention, With regard to the new contract 
which had been entered into with the Government of Egypt, he thought 
it was only right to mention the names of Mr. Davidson and Mr. Ritchie, 
who, afier the principle had been agreed to by his friend, the deputy- 
chairman carried out the details of the agreement in a masterly manner. 
He would only observe, in conclusion, that the present Viceroy of Egypt 
endeavoured to promote, as far as he could, the material prosperity of he 
country which was the great thoroughfare between the East and the West

Mr. Hanow, the deputy-chairman, seconded the motion. 

Mr. Guppon complained that the items of expenditure, which 
amounted to £2,300,000, were set forth in such a general manner as to 
make it impossible for the shareholders to deal with them in an efficient 
way.

Millerand Ravenbill. The ship is tobecalledtbe Tanjore. Theextent of tbe 
company’s business at some of their foreign stations, and the rapidity with 
which the operations of cosling the steamers, and tranuhipping the mails, 
passengers, and cargo have to be performed, have rendered the construc- 
tion and employment of several steam-tugs 3 and as some of 
these have been built and brought into active service during the last year, 
vessels of this class are now added to the prefixed list, namely, the Ansari, 
Colaba, Mazagon, Dragon, and Kelpie. 

Although the cyclone at Calcutta occurred a few days after the close 
of the financial year, the proprietors will doubless look for some informa- 
tion as to its effects on their interests in she present report. The directors 
are happy tostate none of the company’sships om a voyage came within the 
range of this destructive hurricane, and that they have not to deplore any 
Joss of life. The vessels at the couspany’s tmoorings at Garden Reach at 
the time were the Bengal, the Nemesia, the Nubia, and the hulk Hin- 
dostan. The Bengal was driven on shore on the opposite side of the 
river, and the efforis made to get her off had not been successful at the 
date of the despatch of the last mail. The Nubia's masts were carried 
away by the sheer force of the wind ; and on the morning after the gale 
the unusual power of the tide drove the Hindosta upon the Nubia and the 
Demesis, forcing these two vessels from their mooringa, and causing con- 
siderable additional damage to both. In the end, the Hindostan rolled 
‘over and sank, and the Nubia and Nemesis were secured. By dint of 
great exertiors on the part of the company’s staff, the Nubia was made 
fit to start with the mails and passengers seven days after the usual date, 
and the run to Suez having been performed in twenty-one days, the deli- 
very of the last mail from Australia, &c., was secomplished within four 
days of the proper time. The company’s property on shore, especially the 
newly erected coal sheds, sustained much idabags, and the restoration of 
these and other buildings will involve considerable expense. 

‘The company’s contract for the mail service to and from the Mauritius 
was for tive years from March 8, 1859, subject to twelve months’ notice 
‘on either part ; but such notice was not given, and an agreement has been 
entered into between Her Majesty's Government on the part of the colony 
and the company, to carry on the service from year to year, with an annual 
increase of 46,000 to the subsidy, to compensate to some extent the 
withdrawal of £12,000 paid annually by the French Government for the 
communication with Reunion previous to the establishment of the line of 
steamers belonging to the company of the Messageries Imperiales. With 
regard to the proposed fortnightly line to Australis, which has been s0 con- 
stantly alluded to in recent reports, the directors have only to announce 
that, in reply to a letter from the Postmaster-General, dated 15th Septem- 

last, they stated their inability to make any abatement from the terms 
already submitted for the performance of that service, but that they would 
still be willing to undertake it on those terms. 

Tt was stated in the last half-yearly report that a deputation of the board 
had proceeded to Egypt to negotiate the terms of a new contract with his 
Highness Iamail Pacha, for the conveyance of the passengers and cargo 
between Alexandria and Suez, and that a considerable abatement would 
probably be conceded in the railway fare for passengers. ‘The new agree- 
‘ment effected by‘the deputation came into operation on the lst of October, 
under which the through charge for each first-class passenger bas been 
reduced from £7 to £2. 10s.. the passenger, however, paying for refresh- 
ments during the journey. The double line of rails between Alexandria 
and Cairo is progressing rapidly, and large orders for rolling stock are in 
course of execution in this country. The directors are enabled to con- 
gratulate the shareholders on the fact that the tion of the company’s 
large flect has not been atiended by any casualty involving a charge on 
the underwriting account during the last twelve months; but the occur- 
rence of the cyclone at Calcutta (whether the Bengal is floated or not) 
will create very heavy and immediate expenses in the refit of the injured 
vewsela, and the rebuilding and repair of the company's coal sheds, work- 
shops, and other property on shore. 

The paid-up capital of the company remains the same as at the close of 
the financial year of 1862-3, namely, £2,100,C00, and the debenture debt 
t £493,000. The number of new ships recently built and in course 
has, however, rendered a call of £5 on the new shares 
necessary; this has been made payable on the 2nd proximo, and the 
requisite notice has been issued to the proprietors. A reference to the 
abstract will show that the revenue account for the year exhibits a satis- 
factory result, and the directors are therefore enabled to recommend the 
usual dividend of 35 per cent., with an additional payment of 2 per cent. ;

TRIAL TRIP OF THE “NYANZA.” 

The official trial of the Penineular and Oriental Company's new paddle- 
wheel steamer Nyanza, namedafierthe sovered by Messrs. Speke and 
Grant at the supposed source of the Nile, took place on Wednesday, the 
‘30th Nov.,at the measured mile in Stokes Bay. This vessel was built by the 
‘Thames Ironworks and Ship-building Company, from designs by Mr. G. 
C. Mackcow, the naval architect to that company, and ber engines were 
Constructed by Messrs, Rennie, of Blackfriars-road, London. ‘The Nyanza 
is 310 ft. long, 36 ft. in width, and 30 ft, deep trom top of keel ta deck, 
her tonnage (builders’ measurement) being 1,988 11-94, and her displace- 
ment at the draught on trial of 17 ft. 9 im. fore and aft was 2,964 tons. 
She had on board 493 tons of coal, 46 of water, 75 of stores, and 57 of 
kentledge, piving a total weight of 671 tons. Four runs were made at the 
measured mile, and in spite of a very strong wind (force 6) from the S. W., 
the following very satisfactory result was obtained :—

‘The engines worked thi jout the day in a most satisfactory menner, 
not the slightest trouble being experienced from hot bearings, priming, or 
any other cause. They are on the oscillating principle, cylinders 785 
inches diameter, and stroke 7 ft., the proportions being considerably 
stronger than usual, in order to prevent liability to eccident. ‘The surface 
condensers contain 43,000 ft., or nearly nine miles of solid-dras 
tubes, fixed in Muntz’s metal tube plates, arrangements being provided so 
that the engines may be worked, if required, as an ordinary injection 
engine. The circulating water in the condensers is driven by centrifegal 
pumps, each of which is worked by an independent engine. The air 
pumps are worked by large eccentrics on a straight intermediate shat—e 
plan by which the crank in the centre of the intermediate shaft is ren~ 
dered unnecessary, and which has been adopted by Mesers. Rennie in all 
the paddle-wheel engines lately constructed by them. The boilers are om 
Mr. A. Lamb's patent flue principle, with his improved “ scroll” super 
heaters. We understand that these engines are the largest oscillating: 
paddle-wheel engines using surface condensation which have ever yet 
been constructed on the Thames. The Nyanza has a deck, with 
direct and commodious accommodation fore and aft between decks. She 
had berths for 143 first and 34 second-class passengers, with lange cepe- 
city for cargo and mails. Among the numerous company on boerd at 
Wednesday's trial were Messrs, Dinnan and Lake, Admiralty inspectors ;

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Rorreepay, Dec. 7. 

In my last letter I referred to the masterly speech of Mr 
van Zuylen van Nyeveldt, the aim of which was not only to 
oppose the Ministry, but priacipally to explain why he had 
left the camp of the Liberals. Liberalism was not now what it 
had been in bygone days ; it was now rather Thorbeckianism, an 
alloy of a baser material. I need not tell you that the Minister 
for Colonial Affuirs got his share of the many accusations brought 
against the Ministry in general, nor need I state that the 
Ministerial party stood up as one man’to defend by protest the 
Cabinet. ‘Ihe Ministersof the Interior, Finance, and Colonial 
Affairs defended themselves with the greatest energy against the 
charges brought against them. This debate occupied fivedays, sod 
the worst of it was that when Chapter I. (Royal Household) was 
brought forward for discussion, the House was neither further 
advanced nor wiser than at the beginning ; for it was accepted 
—as had been the case with Chapter II. (Institutions of 
State)—without any deliberation. During the discussions re- 
specting Chapter III. A (Foreign Affairs) the Minister spoke 
very highly of the exploits of the squadron in the Japanese 
waters during the action in the Straits of Simonoseki, 
The Government (so said Mr. Cremers), was always inclined 
to act in that quarter with energy, but now that the wish has 
been fulfilled, the Government wus of opinion that it would be 
better to assist the Japauese Government if it fulfils its obliga- 
tious, rather than to bring it into difficulties with those Daimios 
who were their enemies, After a short debate this Chapter was 
accepted by 53 agaiust 13 votes. Both the Chapters respect> 
ing ecclesiastical affairs occasioned but little debate, as was the 
case with that of Justice ; though in respect to the latter many 
coiuplaints were heardof the alleged supineness of that Minister. 
Only eighteen members voted against the Chapter. 

When the Budget of the Minister of the Interior was brought 
forward a very great number of speakers took part in the dis- 
cussion, Every one had his own remarks upon the question, 
whether thoseremarks had anything todo with the matter or not. 
We have had an elaborate answer from the Minister, which occa- 
sioned several replies, and I think that this Chapter will pass to- 
morrow. Mr. Thorbecke, however,experienced a slight defeat. An 
increase of 4,300 guilders for the building commission having 
been refused him, in consequence of an amendment of Mr. 
van Bosse. 

On Saturday last the Houso had the expected interpellation 
of Mr. Rochussen respecting a judgment passed by the High 
Court of Justice of Netherlands India, delivered on the 6th of 
September, by which a Joea was acquitted, who had pulled down 
coffee-trees that had been planted by order of Government. 
The interpellation, to whch no political idea was attached, or 
at least as little as possible, produced no result, becauso the 
Minister had not been made acquainted with all the particulars 
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of this remarkable case, The motion nert proposed (“that the 
‘House, after having heard the Minister of Colonial Affairs, is of 
opinion that the interest of the State requires that the pulling 
down of coffee-troes planted by order of Government should not 
remain unpunished, and that measures should be taken against 
it, passes to the order of the day,”) has been postponed, after a 
few words from Mr. Rochussen, to be brought forward again if 
necessary, and when the Minister has made the necessary in- 
quiries. 

The news brought here¥from Tagal, where some Europeans 
have been murdered, has caused great sensation. The par- 
tioulars of the case are, however, yet incomplete; and the in- 
telligence, which may arrive here, per English mail, about the 
12th of December, is anxiously looked for. 

It is with much regret that I have to announce the death of 
Mr, Cores de Vries, He died at Wiesbaden, aged 50 years, 
and only four months after his return from Java. 

Amsterdam is full of joy, because, after many difficulties, 
they have now brought together the necessary sums required 
by the Canal Company. The difficulties respecting the na- 
tional monument for 1813 have also censed, fur Prince Frede- 
rick has given his approbation to the Ebenhuezer model. 

The Bill for the abolition of the newspaper duty (stamp 
duty) has been at last presented to the House, but a long 
time may yet elapse before it will be finally passed. 

It is said here that Queen Victoria has been pleased to 
offer to Captain J. E. de Man, commander of our squadren in 
Japan, the dignity of CB.

In 
tha refined market the tendency has been to decline, and prices are likely 
to zolower. Sales 30,000 loaves. 

1CE.—Market steady, with a fair amount of business in cleaned de~ 
scriptions. No dealings to report in rough grain. 

Pices.— Cassia Lignea continues in favour, and the late rise is fully es- 
tablished. By the sale of 1,400 chests yesterday at 9} sch. bco. the stock 
in importers’ hands has been cleared off. Cassia Flores firm, and will pro- 
bably be higher, as the stock in warehouse is greatly reduced. A better 
feeling prevails for Ginger, but hitherto there is no improvement in values, 
For Pepper there is a fair demand, 2,500 bags of Singapore lately arrived 
have found purchasers at 3§ sch. beo.

SWITZERLAND AND JAPAN. 

In our last impression it was stated that the Swiss Diet had received 
intelligence of the arrival shortly of a Japanese Embassy to Europe. 
The communication was made officially to the Bund by Mr. Brennwald, 
the First Secretary to the Swiss Embassy in Japan, who has lately returned 
from the East and is now staying at Berne. ‘The Embassy will consist 
of two of the principal Ministers of the Tycoon and five lesser Daimios. 
‘The Japanese Government sends a friendly greeting to the Swiss Con- 
federation and assures them that the new Embassy, afier the completion 
of their mission to France and England, will then certainly pay a visit to 
Switzerland. From Berne the Embassy will subsequently proceed to 
Vienna, Berlin, and St. Petersburg. Mr. Brennwald states that the Em- 
bassy that visited Europe last year fell into disgrace on their return to 
Japan, and the members were imprisoned for having overstepped their 
instructions and acted without authority. 

In consequence of a petition from fifty-three Swiss commercial houses 
at Trieste, seventeen ut Smyrna, and thirteen at St. Petersburg, as well 
as from others in China and elsewhere, the Swiss Executive Council has 
sent in a Report to the Diet, recommending the latter to grant Swiss 
subjects abroad the right of using the Swiss flag in vesse's that they may 
own, and to authorise the Executive to furnish the needful papers to prove 
their nationality. It is true they have no ports of their own. but that does 
not seem to be ao insuperable difficulty, as in the ports of most countries 
they would be received and treated on the footing of the most favoured 
nation. Nor does there appear any difficulty in an international poiut of 
view, though of course the preliminary step would be to communicate 
with other maritime nations and obtain their recognition of the new flag 
proposed to be created for sea-going Swiss vessels, ‘The Greek flag isa 
creation of this century, and the present Italian tricolour has but just super= 
seded the Neapolitan, the Tuscaa, and the Sardinian, but both have been 
recognised by all maritime States. It is stated that for many scar vessel 
called the Paradoze, belonging to a Swiss shipowner, and commanded by 
an Indian captain with a crew of Malays, bas been trading in the Indian 
Archipelago under the Swiss flag—a white St. George's cross in a red 
field ; and that another under the same ensign was last year captured by 
Federal cruisers and lawfully condemned for attempting to break the 
blockade and enter the port of Charleston.

THE TAIPINGS AGAIN. 

Accounts from Amoy report the hostile appearance of 
marauders within fifteen miles of that port, supposed to be a 
band of fugitive Taipings from the provinces of Keang-soe 
and Che-kiaug, which have been successfully cleared of their 
devastating presence. Although it is not certain that they are 
Taiping rebels, yet the probabilities point to the supposition 
being correct ; and it may prove to be the remnant of th 
Cuuxe Waxe’s forces defeated at Nanking, and led on by the 
son of that valiant chief, who inherits the bravery of his 
father. Doubts are entertained whether it was that redoubt- 
able rebel who suffered decapitation, or only a make-believe of 
the Impetialists ; but we have no reason to question the 
report by any subsequent disclosures to the contrary, so we 
may conclude that it was the real “Simon Pure” who suffered 
for his treason to the Eurrror. In all likelihood it may be the 
certainty of this fact that has stirred up the last of his adherents 
to avenge his death, by an attack upon the open port of Amoy, 
where the detested foreigner who sided with his enemies was 
to be found. There has been atnple time for them to ‘have 
reached so far south after the fall of Nauking and Hoochow ; 
and as we afterwards heard of marauding bands being seen 
in the tea districts of Ngau-whei and Foo-kien, it is probable 
that they have reached the seaboard by the trading route 
through that country. As the latter province has not hitherto 
been visited by these locusts they would find there fresh pastures 
to ravish, and leave their desolating track behind. We may 
hear, in consequence, that the black ‘Tea district, of which Foo- 
chow aud Amvy are the shipping ports, has suffered by their 
presence, so as to injure the ensuing crop. Should this uu- 
welcome news prove true, we trust that the Naval and 
Military authorities will despatch succour without delay to 
protect our interests at this treaty port, and if necessary aid the 
constituted authorities in driving them beyond the stipulated 
boundary of thirty miles’ radius, as at Shanghai and Ningpo. 
No doubt the Philo-Taipings, headed by their quasi-supporter, 
the Daily Press, will raise the “ hue and ery” against such a step 5 
Dut it is to be hoped these will not deter the authorities 
from protecting British life aud property at Amoy by a decisive 
onslaught against these land pirates, as the Navy does against 
sea pirates. Iu such emergencies our gallant men-of-war are 
ever on the alert; and it is satisfactory to learn, by 
the accounts referred to, that H.M.S. Dove and Swallow were 
at anchor in the harbour, with their steam up, when the news 
left, ready to render assistance should the foreiga settlement 
be attacked, ‘That danger was imminent seems apparent from 
the wealthy Chinese flying on board the junks with their 
valuables ; while the merchant shipping were requested to remain 
in case the English and other forcigr. residents would have to 
fly for succour and for safety on board. If these savguinary 
rebels enact similar scenes of murder and rapine among the 
industrious inhabitants of Amoy as they did at Shanghai, it 
will bring home to the sceptical residents in the south of China 
the bloodthirsty character of these wretches who have for so 
many years spread a curse over the North. 

















NO MORE BANKS IN CHINA. 
Competition in banking, as in any other pursuit of a legiti- 


within reasonable bounds, invariably results in benefiting the 
public on the one hand, and the competitors on the other. 
‘While the merchant derives profitable advantages from the use 
of banking capital, the shareholders of the bauks receive good. 
dividends from their investments, and the trade of the country 
where their monetary operations are carried on is developed 
to its full extent. But there is a point boyond which these 
operations may prove detrimental to all concerned, if they 
result in overtrading and illegitimate speculation, by affording 
undue facilities to over-sanguine or inexperienced merchants 
with slender capital of their own to fall back upon in case of 
failure. Then it is time for prudent bavkers already well- 
established to check the outflow of capital, by restricting dis- 
counts, and for new competitors in the financial field to pause 
before they risk their capital in fresh ventures. To this point 
has foreign banking in China reached ; and it is admitted by 
all experienced merchants in England connected with the trade 
of that country, that the number of banks now in operation 
are more than ample for the requirements of legitimate trade. 
Any further extension of their number is looked on with 
apprehension by those who are thoroughly conversant with 
that trade ; and if the operations of the existing banks be not 
restricted, there is every probability of commercial disaster to 
old houses and ruin to new firms. There is no doubt but 
that the large losses in tea and silk shipped during the past 
year are attributable, in a great measure, to the undue facilities 
afforded to junior establishments by the banks in China, when 
requiring accommodation, Frequently these tyros, in dealing 
with the astute Chinese merchants, bave. foolishly raised the 
prices of the staple products by displaying an uubusinesslike 
eagerness to bid against each other in order to secure the 
catliest shipments of the scuson ; from which the teamen at 
Hankow and the silkmen at Shanghai of course reaped the ad~ 
vantage. To afford such overtrading merchants unlimited 
facilities for carrying on operations is simply to ruin the trade 
altogether as a profitable pursuit, and banking accommodation 
becomes the high road to baukruptey—a result from which 
China traders have been more exempt hitherto than those of 
any other country within our commercial relations. As wo 
have before stated, there are at present more than sufficient 
banks to conduct the discount and exchange business of the 
open ports in China, and our readers may juilgo for themselves 
if this be not the case when the formfdabie list is placed before 
them—comprising eight separate head establishments in Eng- 
land, France, and India, with tirenty-one branches in China 
and Japan, according to the following details extracted from 
the Friend of China, which has o very pertinent article on 
the subject — 
We here furnish a list of the banks at present existing in China— 
senior of all being the Oriental Bank Corporation, first established in 
Hong Kong in November 1844, under the designation of the Bank of 
Western India (of Bombay). ‘This bank has branches at Hong Kong, 
Shanghai, and Yokohama. | Next in seniority is the Commercial Bank of 
India, with branches at Hong Kong, Shanghai, Foochow and Hankow. 
Third in establishment is the Chartered Mercantile Bank of India, 
London, and China, with agencies at Hong Kong, Shanghai, and Yoko- 
hama. Thencomes the Agra and United Service, Limited, with branches 
at Hong Kong and Shanghai. The next in formation, if we remem 
aright, being the Chartered Bank of India, Australia, and China, with 
branches at Hong Kong and Shanghi Which of the following 
was established in China before the other, we cannotsay: Bank of Hin- 
dustan, China, and Japan, called by natives the Japan Bank, The 
Central Bank of Western India has branches in Hong Kong, Shanghai 
and Yokohama; and the Comptoir d'Escompte de Paris, with branches 
at Shanghai and Hong Kong. 
In addition to this we have to add the Asiatic Bank, the 
Scinde Bank, and the Bank of India, with agencies in China, 
From the foregoing it will be seen that the majority of the 
China banks or branches owe their origin to projectors in 
Iudia, and that there is no one of purely local foundation with 
its head establishment at Hong Kong or any of the open ports. 
This latter question has been mooted for the past two years, 
but hitherto without any signs of the proposition reaching @ 
mature point, In the interim, certain parties in Bombay, 
who apparently had profited by the extension of the Indian 
banks to China, start a new project, to be called “The Bank of 
China,” with its head quarters in Bombay. This new scheme 
naturally roused the latent energies of those who had broached 
the suggestion of having an independent Bank of China raised 
upon jlocal subscriptions chiefly. Accordingly they issued a 
prospectus to that effect, and solicited the co-operation of sub 
scribers at Bombay. Tho appearance of this unexpected docu- 











ment, backed by the names of many influential fiims in Hong 


j Kong and Shanghai, immediately roused the ire of the Bombay 
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dalous affair—as if an independent body of merchants may 
not have a local bank under their own control, and share- 
holders to participate in the profits of their own business 
given to such a bavk, The conduct of the Bombay com- 
pany in the matter is, to say the least of it, preposterous 
and absurdly petulant. It would have been more de- 
corous on their part to have withdrawn from the field, in 
deference to the principle of allowing local euterprise to 
obtain an independent footing in China. Instead of pursuing 
this honourable course, a meeting of the shareholders was 
convened, when a resolution was passed approving of the 
report of the promoters to prosecute the undertaking with 
rancorous feelings against the China scheme. In that report 
they also take occasion to cast reflections on one of the most 
influential firms in China, for not “cordially assisting their 
undertaking,” after communicating privately with them, but 
“joined in projecting a rival institution ;” insinuating as much 
as that they had committed a breach of faith. The assertion 
of those disappointed promoters may be taken for what it is 
worth, but that the firm alluded to behaved in the manner 
described, no ove who is acquainted with the high integrity 
of its partners would fora moment believe. Whether either 
of these embryo banks will sink or swim is a matter of in- 
difference to the public; but it is of importance to know if the 
present extravagant facilities for mercantile speculation in 
China be augmented by an incrzase in the number of banks. 
‘As the exponent of all prudent men on this head, we would 
advise intending shareholders to be chary in subscribing to 
any new project, as we require “ No more Banks in China.” 






THE TRANSFER OF THE STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 

Tr is with no small degree of surprise that we learn from 
the Singapore journals, to hand by the Freuch mail, that our 
contemporaries have re-eived information, on what they con- 
sider semi-official authority, that there is to be no transfer of 
the Straits Settlements from the Indian Government to the 
Colonialo-ffice after all. ‘Lhe announcement is made in quite 
a pathetic and despording tone. After years of patient soli- 
citation, and memorialising Her Masesry’s Government praying 
for removal to the fostering care of the parent State from that 
of a neglectful stepmother, with hopes buoyed up in full ex- 
pectation of a favourable issue to their application ; just as 
the Singaporeans are going to quai’ a goblet to tho success of 
the new réyime, it is dashed from their lips by the unwelcome 
announcement. “Be of good cheer!” say we to the patieut 
residents of the Suaits. Our contemporaries are premature 
in their conclusion, for the question is by no means decided 
against. Had such been the case, we are in a position to tate 
that the news would have reached us among the first, and our 
contemporaries received the information through our columns 
long before the roundabout rumour by way of Hong Kong had 
come to them. ‘The feeling here, in well-informed quarters, is 
that the question of transfer will be carried. 

Without impu ning the testimony upon which the announce- 
ment is made, let us examine its value as given in the Strails 
Times :—“ It is stated that Sir Hencuzes Ropryson, who, it will 
“ be remembered, was president of the commission appointed 
« by the Home authorities to investigate and report upon the 
“ condition of the Settlement, has transmitted by the Ganges 
“ copies of despatches which he bad received from home, and 
“ by which it seems that our transfer to the Colonial-office has 
“ been finally decided not to take place.” Now these despatches 
must have been forwarded by the mail of the 26th August ; and, 
allowing more than the usual despatch for their being copied 
and re-copied in the realms of red-tapism, it must have been 
the middle of the month, if not the beginning of it, that the 
matter passed under review of the Ministry. Why, as we write, 
that is four months ago ; so wo have uo hesitation in saying 
that the so-called final decision has been simply a financial point 
of objection put forward by the cautious CHANCELLOR of the 
Excungver at that time, but which has been since passed over 
without further notice ; otherwise we fecl confident such an 
important piece of uews would have oozed out somewhere, and 
there are too many anxious friends of the Straits on the alert 
here to allow the intelligence to escape them. We look upon 
it as the old story of “ The three black crows,” and would refer 
toa letter at page 707. 

However, there are some communications which have risen 
out of this report pertinent to the question at issue, that are 
worthy of remark. Amongst these is a letter in the Singapore 
Free Press signed ‘' Antt-TRansFer,” which smacks considerably 














of gubernatorial inspiration. From it we gather that the 
members of the Indian commission were jubik 
prospects of a longer term of office than they anti 
in the gladness of their hearts they became magnanimous on 
the occasion, holding out the hand of good fellowship to the 
reformers, saying that bygones should be bygones, and that 
everybody ought to be content in making the most of the 
existing situation. The writer thus expresses himself on this 
poiut :—“ It appears to me that we should make rather the best of 
“our present connexion, seeing that the promised new one ob- 
“jects to have anything to do with us, and when you say that 
“so far as taxation is concerned our burdens would be no 
“heavier under the one than the other, you seem to forget 
“that while the Home Government objects to have us from the 
“fear that we should be a burden on it in case our revenue 
“fell short, the Indian Government has borne for years a deficit 
“balance-sheet without a murmur, besides showing great 
“liberality in the assistance it has always given to works 
“ which, although they do not come under the head of Public 
“ Works, are still works of public utihty ; while on the other 
“hand, were we under the Colonial-office wo could not expect 
* the Home Government to afford any aid whatever to avy of 
our undertakings, and if we did expect it we should raost 
“assuredly be disappointed.” What a wretched idea this 
writer has of a free and independent colony with its 
responsible executive, as the future condition of the Straits 
Settlements would be under the Colonial Department! 
‘The picture drawn by this sapient publicist of their relation- 
ship to the Indian administration, compared with what they 
may become as colonies having a constitution for sclf-govern- 
ment, is as different as that of a puling, sickly child 
under the neglect of its monthly nurse, cf the Mrs. Harris’ 
school, and that of a vigorous son abroad in the world working 
out an independent livelihood for himself, so that oue day he 
may be of assistance to his parents in time of need. Wituess 
the Australian colonies as an example of this kind. Qur know- 
ledge of these embryo nations is of earlier and longer 
experience than that of the British settlements in the Far East. 
Well do we remember the struggle of the Port Phillip colonists 
to throw off the shackles of New South Wales for a free 
Legislature and responsible Government, just as the residents 
of the Straits are striving to get rid of their Indian incubus, 
In this they succeeded; and what has been the result? The 
former dependency, of a dependency, is now the richest jewel 
in Britannia’s colonial diadem, and the independent colonists 
who have made it what it is, boldly reject the felonry thrown 
on their shores in defiance of all the red-tapists aud obstruc- 
tives in Downing-stree-—which a wise and prudent Ministry 
have consented to, in justice to their demands. So may the 
Straits Settlements reject the convicts from India, which are 
maintained at a heavy cost to the local revenues, and become 
flourishing and free colonies, as a rich field for commercial 
enterprize, which has been the only source from whence they 
have derived the prosperity they possess, But for the mer- 
chants and shipowners, what would their condition be at the 
present time? In all probability mere caitonments, where the 
military governors and commissioners with [udian troops might 
be idly watching, or activelysuppressing, the incursionsof maraud- 
ers from the peninsula, or Malay pirate prulus off the coast. 
Iu spite of the obstacles thrown m the way of their advance- 
ment, let us see what are their clemneuts of progress as self- 
supporting colonies, We ave ample evidence of this before 
us in the document drawn up by the “Proprietors and Mer- 
chants of these Settlements in Eu:giand,” and presented to the 
Uyper Secretary of State for the Cononiss, on the 30th 
September, when these gentlemen learned that there was some 
hitch about the transfer on account of their financial state. 
The following extract fully illustrates the progressive capabili- 
tics of this fie group of Settlements, to become in time the 
most flourishing colonies in the Indian Archipelago :— 

With respect to the first of these obstacles to the arsumption of the 
administration by the Imperial Government, we respectfully submit. that 
the elasticity of their financial resources is confirmed by many years’ ex- 
perience. Increase of revenue has, in fact, kept pace with increase of 
trade and population, or in other words with increase of wealth and num- 
bers. In 1852.58 the trade of the three settlements was valued in the 
public returns at £8.719,550, and in 1862-63 it was £16,906,496, show- 
Ing that in ten years time it had increased by £8,186,946, or at the rate 
of 93,18 percent. In the same ten years the revenue had risen from 
£77,533 to £186,625, an increase of nearly 142 percent. A more recent 
period will show that the revenue continues progressive, Thus in the 
year 1859-60 the revenue amounted to £125,459, and in 1862-63, deduct- 
ing four months’ stamp duties, it was £178,660, being an increase within 
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the brief period of three years, of 42,11 per cent. Increase of revenue 
bears a still greater ratio to population than it does to trade. The Census 
of the population gave in 1850, the number of inhabitants at 228,944, 
and that of 1860 made them 273,773, an increase of little more than 22 
percent. In so far, then, as elasticity in financial resources is concerned, 
we may nately seed eas the thes ts Sersemente! far exceed the Great 
majority ler Majesty's colonies, and eq @ most prosperous of 
them, ‘the gold colonies of Australia, with Hong Kong—which is of 
the same character as themselves. Besides the general revenue of the 
three settlements, it should be added that they have a separate municipal 
one, yielding at present about £40,000. Judging by the long experience 
‘of forty-five years since the foundation of Singapore, and the adoption 
‘of the principle of free ports, there can be no ground for doubting a 
continuance of the financial Prosperity of the Straits Settlements, for we 
may safely say that it would be difficult to produce any one year in the 
last six-and-thirty io which the revenue did not exceed that of its imme- 
diate predecessor.

JAPAN AND COCHIN-CHINA. 
(FROM OUR PARIS CORRESPONDENT.) 

The late operations in the Straits of Simonoseki have attracted 
considerable attention here, although not so much as on your 
side of the channel. There seems to be no suspicion enter- 
tained of the good faith of the Mikado or the Tycvon, although 
‘@ correspondent of the Moniteur ds la Flotte says:—“ The 
affair of Simonoseki has produced the greatest effect on all the 
Daimios and the Government of Jeddo. The Prince of Nagato 
was the hero of the Japanese; his fall is the severest lesson 
that could have been given to Japan.” It is maintained here 
that the telegram was rightly construed which informed Europe 
that the Prince had refused to pay the indemnity, and a corre- 
spondent, writing from Japan on the 15th October, says that in 
consequence of that refusal. he was condemned by the assembly 
of Daimios, sitting as a court of justice, to the confiscation of 
all his property and the loss of hishonours, To this is added, 
what I have not yet seen in any English paper, that besides 
the palace of the Prince being destroyed, all his retainers, to 
the number of 400, half being women and children, have been 
put to death by order of the tribunal. Moreover, adds 
the writer, it is reported that the Mikado has ordered 
the Prince to be decapitated, and his head to be exhibited 
over the ruins of his late palace, and that an expedition 
is being prepared tu take possession of his province. 
The same correspondent says that the Tycoon was about to 
have an interview with the Mikado in order to arrange all 
matters connected with foreigners. There is another bit of 
news current here to the effect that four officers commanding 
the Japanese, when they saw the batteries taken and the sol- 
diers routed, felt it their duty to inform the Prince that he 
ought to try and make peace, and that when the messengers 
were despatched to treat with the Europeans, these four 
officers committed suicide in the Japanese manner, in order to 
prove that their advice was not dictated by the fear of death. 
The assertion of the superiority of the French rifled guns 
over the Armstrong’s is industriously repeated with embellish 
ments. It is said amongst other things that the Dutch were very 
much impressed in that sense, and had written to their Go- 
vernment accordingly. For the present, I think we cannot 
condemn our own arms upon such evidence, especially in the 
Presence of the good opinion of the American, quoted in the 
London and China Telegraph. Still, if the fact be as the French 
corrsapondents and journalists will have it, vo one is so much 
interested in knowing it as the Euglish. Itis the practice here 
tocover everything with the varnish of asserted superiority, but 
we know well enough that nothing has stood England in such 
good stead as wholesale, honest, fearless faultfinding. If Arm- 
strong is not all that can be desired, the sooner we know it 
the better. We have too much confidence in our metal to 
want its faults filled in and bronzed over. 

We are not yet informed whether the French Government. 
has accepted or repudiated the convention made by its repre- 
sentative in Cochin-China, but the universal impression abroad 
is that the latter is the case, and that the three Annamite pro- 
vinces are to remain French possessions. This impression is 
rather strengthened by the announcement that Rear-Admiral 
de La Grandiére will go back to Saigon for two years more, in 
order to complete the organisation of the colony. The sieam- 
frigate Jmperatrice Lugénie is now being fitted at Toulon for the 
French Admiral, whoever he may be, in command of the 
squadron in the Chinese and Japanese seas. It is said that 
Admiral de La Grandidre will be allowed some mouths of re- 
pose in France, and then return to his command with the rank 
of vice-admiral, The Ministerial journals tcll us that under 
his administration the colony has entered upon a course of in- 
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credible prosperity—which is good news, but does not agreeexactly 
with other accounts of the condition of commerce at Saigon. 

The Japon, transport, brings home three young Annamites, 
selected from the boys of the native company of the Dupérre, 
who are to act as interpreters for the convicts carried by that 
vessel to the Isle of Bourbon, and then to proceed to France, 
We are told that the admiral selected these three as the best of 
the company, and that all their comrades begged to be allowed 
to go, and were only consoled when promised that they should 
have their turn at some future time. “The enthusiasm was 
then at its height ; tears were dried up, and all promised to 
conduct themselves in the most exemplary manner, that, like 
their three comrades, they might have the opportunity of seeing 
France. These young imaginations, excited by the accounts 
which are current inevery village since the return of Phan-tan- 
gian from his mission, can form no idea of anything so glorious 
as a voyage which will enable them to see for themselves what 
is related about the great country, as, in their simple language, 
they call France.” It is said that the monks have ob- 
tained a very important concession in Cochin-China, in the 
province of Mytho, where they intend to establish an agricul- 
tural colony. 

There is no doubt that, whatever may be the feelings of the 
Annamites towards France, the French p2ople are becom- 
ing more interested in Chinese and Japanese matters every 
day. The sales that attract most attention are those con- 
sisting of the wares of those countries. A sale of auch articles, 
announced as belonging to a Mr. Marks, of London, occurred on 
the 29th of last month, when the prices obtained were unusu- 
ally high. Two large garden-stools or table supports, enamelled, 
fetched a sum equal to £248, and two other lots of enamelled 
ware went for £68 and £62 odd respectively. A crystal ball 
fetched no less than £52; five pieces of old china brought 
£108; five other pieces, £78; two pieces of old Japanese 
porcelain, £60; and two Chinese vases, £60, Paris would 
seem a better market than London for such articles at the 
present moment. I may quote, also, as a proof of the attention 
attracted by Chinese art, the facts that the makers of fancy 
articles of furniture are producing a large number of imitations 
of Chinese ware, some of them very tasteful indecd; that 
Chinese and Japanese patterns are making their appearance on 
silks, damasks, and paper-bangings ; and, lastly, that a new 
theatre is being built at the junction of the two new boule- 
vards named after Richard Lenoir and Prince Eugéne, in pseudo 
Chinese style, decorated with porcelain, or rather faiencs 
tablets. Thus the invasion of the Far Kast has its effect om 
Western habits and tastes, 

The following has been published by the Paris papers :— 


We have received, via Holland, aletter from Japan three days later than 
the news already published. It has been already stated that the Prince 
of Nogato having refused to pay the war indemnity stipulated in the Treaty 
of Peace signed by him, a judgment of the crimiual tribunal of Yeddo bad 
decided that his two palaces should be razed to the grouud and his 
servants put to death. We now learn that this singular and sanguinary 
sentence was approved of by the Mikado and by the Tycoon—the 
spiritual and temporal sovereigns of Japan—and that the number of 
servants killed in execution of it was 420 men, and 215 women and 
children, The Prince, on learning those facts, was deeply concerned, 
and sent to the capital his first minister cn board the English corvette 
Barossa, which was placed at his disposal by Vice-Admiral Kuper, The 
minister on arriving at Yeddo waited on the representatives of Prance, 
England, Holland, America, and Russia, and besought them to intercede 
with the Tycoon in favour of the Prince, his master, who had decided on 
executing ‘all the provisions of the treaty, and immediately paying the 
sums due. Such was the situation of affairs at the last date. 

















Coronet Gorpoy Mabe a C.B.—In our outward issue of the 
10th we notified the gratifying intelligence that Lieut.-Colonel 
Gordon, R.E., the gallant commander of the late successful 
campaign against the Taipings, has been rewarded by Her 
Majesty with the title of Companion of the Honourable Order 
of the Bath for his valuable services in China. We look upon 
this as a preliminary step to the further honour of knighthood, 
when he returns to England to pay his respects at Court. At 
the departure of the first October mail from China,we learn that 
Colonel Gordon was at the camp of Fong-Wong-sai, sixteen 
tailes from Shanghai, still overlooking the drill of the new em- 
bodied Chinese disciplined force. In all probability his ser- 
vices would be discontinued there about the end of that month, 
when he is expected to leave Shanghai for England by the first 
mail in December, ifnot before. We are confident that ho will 
meet with a hearty reception on his arrival at home, after a0 
many years of service abroad, where he has raised the character 
of our nation for honour and bravery as many have done 
before him, 
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THE TELEGRAPH TO PEKING V/A KIACHTA.

‘A telegraphic despatch has reached St. Petersbarg announcing 
that the telegraphic service is now organised as far as the frontiers of 
China.

EXTRA PARLIAMENTARY SPEECHES. 
CHINA AND JAPAN. 


The Right Hon. A. H. Lararp, M.P., Under-Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs, addressed his constituents at South- 
wark on the 2nd inst, and made the following allusions to 


China and Japan :— 


He would refer to another matter, which had been equally the subject 


of misrepresentation. He had alluded to it last year, and he reverted to 


it again now to show how the policy of the Government, the policy of 


Lord Palmerston. had been justified by the results. It would be remem- 
bered that Lord Palmerston was accused of unnecessarily meddling with 
China, and with desiring to provoke a war with the Chinese people, in 
order that we might take possession of their country, as we had taken 


Possession of India. It was, of course, at the time difficult to disprove these 


assertions, and mere assertions of motives it was always difficult to disprove.

was that they did not exist; the disproof must abide by the results. 
Hear.) But he (Mr. Layard) had been personally blamed in connection 
with this matter, because it was said that he had voted against Lord P: 
Merston on a question connected with China, which be well remembered, 
seeing that he lost his seat for Aylesbury in consequence. But there was 
no analogy between the two cases. He held that the policy pursued by 
Lord Palmerston in regard to China some years ago was wrong, and the 
vote he then gat directly in favour of the policy which the Govern- 
ment had now carried out.

‘that was the right way. He thought it wicked on the part of a powerful 
d country to take advantage of its strength to impose upon a half- 
Civilised country, with which we might have differences. (A voice: How 
about Japan? (Hear, hear.) True, that to a certain extent we 
had been engaged in hostilities in China, but not with China, 
but in defending the treaty ports against those who were in arms 
against the Government of China.

They wished to 
extend our commerce with them, to be at peace with them, and to benefit 
our own country by extending our trade with them, but things might arise 
which were beyond our control, rendering hostilities absolutely necessary, 
Such was the case in the recent war—a war not with the Japanese Go- 
vernment, but with a Daimio, a sort of nobleman, who had taken upom 
himself to raise certain forts, and to block up the entrance to an inland 
sea which communicated not only with a considerable portion of Japam, 
but with an important part of the archipelago. If we bad acquiesced in this, 
it would have encouraged others of these powerful noblemen to follow 
the same example, and we should probably soon have found ourselves ia 
a war with the Government of Japan. It was this consideration whi 
led our Minister, in conjunction with those of Holland, France, and the 
United States, to attack the forts which opposed the entrance of our ships, 
to silence the batteries, and force the entrance into the inland sea, ( Hear.) 
It was said they were cowards for attacking so weak a people; but be 
(Mr. Layard) held that the course taken was a hamane course, and one 
calculated to prevent war and save life. (Hear) The Japanese were, 
indeed, the mostsingular people under the sun. When the batteries were 
silenced some men from the fleet were sent to remove the guns, but the 
Prince, the Daimio, who was more a pirate than anything else, protested, 
and said that the guns were his property. When, however, he found that 
the admiral insisted, he not only assented, but sent some of his own men 
to help to get the guns on board, and also sent presents of fruit and 
flowers to the admiral. Close to the batteries was the town of Suke- 
malaki, which was not interfered with at all. Then as to the effect of this 
act upon the Government of Japan, and our trading relations with that 
country. For fifteen months the trade, which was principally in silk, had 
almost'stood still. In 1860, 2,392 bales had been sent down ; in 1861, 
5,283 bales ; in 1862. 5,486 bales; and in 1863-4 only 700 bales; but 
when the Japanese Government heard that the batteries of Nagato bad 
been destroyed they again opened the trade in silk, and in a few days 
8,000 bales were brought down. No one would wish to enter into a war 
unnecessarily, but there was cause when it was essential that examples 
should be made. With regard to European politics he had only to say 
that, having been, as usual, during the recess, to Italy, he was highly 
gratified with the progress which he bad observed in that country. 

Lord Cuarencz Pacer also alluded to the engagement as 
follows :— 

We have been engaged. in conjunction our allies the French, and 
other great European nations, in an affair in the waters of Japan, to which 
I wish for one moment to refer. One ef the powerful Daimios of that 
kingdom had thought fit, without the consent of the Tycoon, to shut up 
the inland sea of Japan—a sea which may be fairly and aptly compared 
to our own channel —and to assert the right to close it against the com- 
merce of all nations whatsoever. Well, we and the other great European 
nations united with common accord —and this s another proof of the good 
fellowship which happily exists between this country and the other Powers 
—they united together in chastising those insolent Daimios ; and thus you 
had another chapter added to the records of the skill and valour of your 
officers and seamen. (Hear, hear.) We have not for an instant enter- 
tained the idea of occupying the territory or seizing any of the provinces 
of the Daimios. (Hear, bear.) All that we have done is to vindicate our 
right to free and unfettered ingress and egress to and from those inland 
waters, and when Parliament meets and discusses this matter | am satis-

COTTON FROM CHINA. 


The following appears in The Times, We observe some 


errors in regard to dates to and from China, & :— 
Sir,—In the cotton trade circular just issued by Messra. Neill Brothers, 





occurs the fo!lowiog rather startling statement, of which # would be desir-

cotton supply from China Messrs. Neill say :— 

“The dissatistaction which imports from that country have caused, the 
recent ic in the trade, und the fact that prices are even now 4d. and 
5d. per Ter lower than last year, have already reduced the quantity afloat 
to a bagatelle.” 

The advices from which the last returns of cotton afloat from China 
were made up reached at latest to the 9th of October, and the latest tele- 
graphic news from England in China at that date was tothe last week in 

st. On the Ist of September prices of cotton were still within a 
trifle of their highest point, and although there had been rumours of peace 
in America, such as we have had every few months since the war began, 
nothing had occurred which would hinder the shipment of a single bale of 
cctton—no symptom of the “recent panic” had appeared. As to the 
“ fact of the present price,” one is at a loss to conjecture how it could be 
communicated in time to prevent shipments two months azo. Possibly, 
however, Messra. Neill may in their next circular demonstrate the im- 
mediate effect of the prevent price on the past shipments by instancing the 
fact that the cotton afluat advised on the 26ih of November was only 
106,000 piculs, while on the Srd of December it had increased to 
124,000 piculs, the market meantime having considerably improved, 

The unsatisfactory results of former imports of Chinese cotton will pro~ 
bably be judzed by the Chinere according to the price realised, and, 
while we sill offer fiftrenpence for cotton which that industrious and 
thoroughly mercantile nation can grow wilh a good profit for sixpence, 
Ido not think they will troubie themselves much about the dissatisfac- 
tion caused to the buyers. The tendency of the paragroph—and this 
alone makes it worthy of public notice—is to convey the idea bat unless 
the present ridiculously high prices of cotton are maintained, the large 
crops grown in 1864 (the first year which has had the full effect of the 
stimulus of extreme prices lasting loug enough to give confidence to 
growers) will not be sent to us, The absurdity of such an idea, however, 
is manifest to any one who wiil give it a moment's consideration. Before 
the war the Indian surplus erop was seut to us, and in 1860 toa very con- 
siderable amount, although the prices realised ranged in that year from 
only 24d. to 43d. per ib. Native speculators may certainly endeavour to 
hold back supplies in hopes of forcing prices, but we may confiden'ly rely 
on their neither eating nor otherwise consuming the cotton, and the crops 
of 1864 are just as ceriain to us, even should the article decline at once 
to nearly its nominal value, as if » e had them already stored in our ware- 
houses. 

Cotton trade writers generally still industriously keep up the notion 
that the course of prices of this staple depends upon American politics 
and the state of the money-market, studiously ignoring tbe fact demon- 
strated by the figures given below—that owing to the increased supplies 
from all quarters on the one hand, and the permanent decline of demand 
from economising of material and substitution of other fibres for clothing 
on the other hand, our supplies of cotton, independently of America, are 
now in excess of the requirements,

THE IMPORIS OF COTTON AND THEIR 
. CONSEQUENCES. 
(econosist.) 

Many people who only live from day to day in the money market — and 
of such there are by far too many — are surprised at the revival of the ex- 
port of gold to Alexandria, and of silver to India. But the real ground of 
surprise is that the revival has nof taken place earlier ; that the high value 
of money was able to stay the export of gold and silver so completely as it 
did stay it. The extent to which the cotton import—the value of the cot- 
ton import—has grown, is not enough kept in men’s minds. ‘The figures 
are, for the first nme mouths of the three last years, as follows: —

The wonderful effect which the high price has had in stimulating 
import—not only from one place or country, but from ull countries—is 
very remarkable. But this is not the feature of capital importance. The 
point to be considered is this: we are importing, in value, 75 per_ceut. 
more of cotton than we imported last year, and most of it, as the figures 
thow, is from new regions and countries which will not on a sudden take 
commodities in exchange, but will have cash—will have money. If we 
look at the Oriental demand, as we may call it, of India, China, and 
Egypt, taken together, the comparison runs :—

If we remember how powerfully this demand affected us last year, how it 
forced up the Bank rate at this very period 2 per cent. in a week, and to 
8 percent., we shall not be surprised that we now feel to some extent the 
milder effect of an agency so augmented. 

An idea prevails in some quarters that our exports to the East have 
grown to such a magnitude as to counterbalance the largely increased 
imports of cotton. But the figures of the Board of Trade tables do not 
countenance such an idea.

So that the balance of trade, as indicated by the bare figures of the direct 
vommerce, is more against England than it ever was, 

We do not wish to infer from these figures that there must be a sudden 
drain to the East of enormous and overwhelming magnitude. Such is 
not our opinion, There are mauy circumstances which must be taken 
account of besides the mere figures of export and import whem we con- 
sider the state of the exchange between different countries. For example, 
at the present moment it is said that some of the rich natives of India are 
so displeased at the price at which their cotton was recently sold here, and 
are so sanguine as to the future, that they are sending over money to buy 
cotton in Liverpool ; they will not permit, if they can help it, the price of 
cotton to be brought down by temporary despondency here. And there 
are various other circumstances which may in one way or another alter the 
interchange account of two nations. But, on the whole, there is this 
great force upon the edges of the market which must have its due effect, 
which must prevent the speedy arcival of cheap money, 
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The Queen has becn graciously pleased to give orders for the appoint- 


ment of the under-mentioned olficers who served in the late engage-

Captain Sherard’ Osborn, C.B., went on board his ship, Royal 
Sovereign. on the 80:h_Nov., for the last time as her commanding officer, 
Captain Osbarn resigning his command of the ship, the completion of 
his captain’s service in sea time entitling him to flag rank on the Active 
List. The Royal Sorere'gn maintains a present complement of 104 
officers and men, comprising one senior lieutenant, one surgeon, one 
Paymaster, one chief engineer and three assistante, three warrant officers, 
and 94 seamen, marines, and stokers. 
































Launcu or A STEAMER FoR THE Ecyetian Pitcrtms.—The launch 
of the first of the new steam ships for the Egyptian Navigation Company 
(Azizich) took place at the Thaines Iron Works, Orchard-street, Black- 
wall. ‘Ihe new company has been promoted by the Pacha of Egypt, and 
the chief shareholders are the leading Egyptian dignitaries, Its primary 
object is the diversion of the pilgrimage traffic from the infidel French 
and American hands, into which it has strangely fallen, and hereafter the 
most scrupulous follower of the Prophet will ‘make the voyage to and 
from Constantinople and Alexzndiia with @ good conscience. Already 
some purchased steamers are on the passage, but they are inadequate, the 
runum of Egyptian steamers for the pilgrims proving as attractive as 
excursion trains to our own working classes. It has therefore been neces- 
sary to increase the fleet of the company, and the Pacha and the sbare- 
holders after deliberation put the matter into the hands of the Peninsular 
and Oriental Company, requiring three first-class steamers of the ordinary 
proportions and with the same style of fittings aa the latest vessels. ‘The 
other two are in an advanced state for launching, one in the yard of the 
Messrs. Wigram, and the other yard of the Messrs. Samuda. 
There, it is expected, the demand for steamers will not stop, the attractive 
accommodation of steamers in all respects like those of the Peninsular 
and Oriental Company, and specially fitted for the harems of the pilgrims, 
promising still increased accessions to the traffic. The special fittings for 
the harems are, however, restricted to first-class passengers, and the main 
saloon, so appropriated, has three movable partitions, with separate deck 
communications, closets, &c., each division making up sixteen beds for 
wives, besides the necessary sofas for the attendants, The partitions have 
en made movable so as to admit of the steamers being at any time 
withdrawn from the pilgrim traffic employed as transports, Thé second- 
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class accommodation, contemplating only four wives for each pilgrim, 
does not indeed stand in need of special fitinge, beyond a capacious sofa 
for the middle-class lord and a rug for the eunuch; four berth passengers 
being usually stowed in each state-room in the second-class of a Penin- 
sular and Oriental steamer. In the third-class the pilgrims, who, it may 
be presumed, have quite enough to do to keep one wife, have no privacy 
afforded them, and are supposed to rouzh it out much in the same manacr 
is steerage passengers on a New York liner. 

Tae Witt or Tae Late Ricarp Gisss, Ese.—The will of 
Richard Gibbs, Fsq., late of the City of London, tea broker, and of 
‘Upper Tooting, Surrey, was proved in’ London on the 29h October, by 
his relict, the sole executriz. The personalty was sworn under £100,000. 
After making several bequests, he leaves to his wife a life unterest in the 
residue of his property, with power of disposition over a certain portion. 
‘The ultimate reversionary residue is left amongst some of his nieces and 
others. To his partner, William Weston, Esq., he leaves the option of 
retaining £10,000, at 4 per cent. interest, from which annual sum of 
£400 annuities of various amounts to twelve persons are to be kept up, the 
equate being chiefly to individuals who had been or were in his employ ; 
and on the decease of these annuitanis the principal sum of £10,000 will 
revert to twenty-three charitable institutions. The legatees are numerous, 
and the legacies are to be paid free of duty. There are specific bequests 
of pictures, &c., to many of bis friends, members of the City Club, and 
to one of the “ Round Table.” To each of his clerks who had been four 
years in his employ he leaves a legacy of £100, and £20 to each of the 
‘others; also £10 to each of the porters, and le; to bis servants, His 
business, cartied on under the firm of Messrs, Gibbs and Co., he states, 
«was founded and reared up by him, and with the assistance of his partner, 
has met with success, after many years of indomitable perseverance and 
industry ;” and at the conclusion of his will are these words: “1 thank 
Almighty God for inclining my heart from childhood to feel ‘ for others ' 
woes.” The will bears date July 4, 1864, and his death occurred by an 
accident on the 7th of October last, in his seventy.fith year. 

Tue TeLecaran From CaNnapa To THE PaciFic.—Intelligence 
from Vancouver Island states that Dr. Rae had reached Victoria, overland 
from Canadz, on the mission of a trans-continental telegraph. He is 
the surveyor of the route, and considers that the connecting of Canada 
with Vancouver [sland by telegraph direet is but the work of two years, 
Already 1,200 miles of wire had arrived east of the Rocky Mountains, 
and 600 more was on its way to Vancouver Island, making in all 1,800 
miles, the distance from Red River to Victoria.

A meeting of the creditors of Messrs. Ackroyd and Whitakert 
in the,China trade, was held at Bradford, when a;composition, 
of 11s. 6d. in the pound, under guarantee, was offered, and 
will probably be accepted with that condition ensured.

At a meeting of creditors of Messrs. Brown, Buckley, and 
Co., it was agreed “that as the accounts presented to this 
meeting leave no doubt that Messrs. Brown, Buckley, and Co.

The object is to furnish the press, 
and the public of England, the Continent of Europe, and the Western 
world, with a fuller and more regular supply of telegraphic intelligence 
than the present system provides. The promoters of the undertaking, 
after much preparation and expenditure, and favoured by circumstances of 
an exceptional nature, are in a position to assume this responsible func- 
tion witb the certainty of being uble to execute it in a complete and effec 
tive manner. Special arrangements have been made for procuring early 
and accurate, and in many instances exclusive, information in connection 
with the American civil war and the progress of the new Mexican empire, 
while from China and the East Indies intelligence will frequently be trans- 
mitted via St. Petersburg when sources of information are not 
available. According to careful estimates of the probable financial results, 
a large return in the shape of dividend will be secured upon a small 
outlay. 

A oumerously attended meeting of the creditors of Measrs. 
Halliday, Fox, and Co., general merchants, but chiefly in the 
East India trade, was held on the 29th November, when a 
balance-sheet was presented by Mr. J. E. Coleman, of the firm 
of Coleman, Turquand, Youngs, aud Co., accountants. The 
direct liabilities or commitments uncovered by securities are 
estimated at £319,264, against which there are assets to the 
extent of about 307,937, including a Inrge amount of produce.
